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MR. SCHIFF VISITS THE 
ISLE OF MAN 


Warm Praise of Conditions 


Mr. Otto Schiff, C.B.E., for eight years now Chairman of 
the Jewish Refugees Committee, recently paid a visit to the Isle 
of Man together with Mr. Leshe B. Prince, to study conditions 
in mternment camps. 

In the course of a statement issued on their return it was 
revealed that although Mr. Schiff and Mr. Prince have certaim 
recommendations of a minor character for improvement in 
conditions of camps for internees, they have returned delighted 
with everything they saw. They speak in the highest terms of 
the Camp Commanders, who have allowed tnternees to appornt 
their own house-leaders and camp-leaders The happiest 
relations, it appears, exist between Commanders, leaders, and 
other: internees 

Mr. Schiff and Mr. Prince were agreeably surprised at the 
morale of persons still interned. Naturally, they tound many 
of them depressed at their continued confinement, but most 
of them understood the difficulties of the Government in deal- 
ing with persons of enemy nationality, especially those who 
could not make any. useful contribution to the war -cflort at 
the present time 

Both Mr. Schiff and Mr. Prince spent many hours in every 
camp and conversed freely with a great number of individual 
imnternees They also pointed out to those who had no means 
of their own, nor prospects of employment, that particularly 
now that the Government had made a clear statement that 
intcrament did not cast any stigma on the character of persons 
of enemy nationality, they would be better off in internment 
camps Ihere they are ‘well housed, properly fed, and to a 
very large extent employed in the camps, thus contributing to 
the waf effort even in internment hey also emphasised that 
those of the internees who did not have families in this country 
are much better situated in the camps than tf they were 
released and had to hve on the very meagre allowance which 
could be granted to them

DESPOILING PARIS JEWRY 
11,000 Businesses Stolen 


The “ Arvanisation ™ of 11.000 Jewish concerns in Paris 
is going forward rapidly, and all these establishments are 
expected to be in the hands of non-Jews shortly. 

About five hundred of these are retail stores, which have 
received first attention. They were first placarded with yellow 
signs labelling them = as Jewish Then red signs appeared, 
indicating tat the business has been taken over Dy a com- 
missioner. named by the French authorities, with the approval 
of the German occupation authorities, whose function ts to 
see that the business is promptly sold to an “ Aryan.” 

The Nazis in Paris have now issued a decree seizing French 
properties of British subjects and citizens of Egypt, the Sudan, 
and Iraq. These. properties, an inventory of which has been 
taken. will be confiscated outright if under Jewish ownership. 
Otherwise, they will be placed under German administration 
pending a final decision. 

By all accounts, the morale of both the civil and military 
German authorities in occupied France its rapidly sinking to 
the lowest levels lo extort bribes from Jews has become 
one of their main’ objects in life Whatever permit a Jew 
wishes to obtain. he must first see to nt that the German 
authorities are adequately bribed and then some of his difficul- 
ties are solved. Even the high authorities expect to be bribed 
for every move they make in dealing with Jewish applications. 


EXEMPT 


The French Jewish agricultural expert, Marcel Felix Garsin, 
has been retained by the Vichy Ministry of Agriculture because 
of his exceptional “ scientific merits.” Mr. Garsin is the fourth 
Jew on record to receive such exemption, the others being 
Jacques Rueff, Vice-Governor of the Bank of France, General 
Darius Paul Bloch, and Commander Pierre Brisac. Exemption 
was also offered to—and refused by—the late Henri Bergson, 
the philosopher 

An official circular has been sent from Vichy to all senators 
and deputies of the French Parliament informing them that 
a law is to be promulgated whereby all those among them of 
Jewish origin will be removed from office. All senators and 
deputies concerned are requested to make their Jewish 
Original known, if it should be necessary, mm order to avoid 
* painful inquiries.” 


NAZI RATIONS 


Revealing details.of the semi-starvation facing Jews in Nazi 
Poland are given in the newspaper Krakowski, which pub- 
lishes a list of the rations allotted to Jews and “ Aryans” 
respectively during the week January 27 to February 2. 

Ihe allotment of rations was as follows: 

Bread: * Aryans,’ 1,750 grammes; Jews, 1,400 grammes. 

Sugar: “ Aryans,’ 400 grammes: Jews, 20 grammes. 

Jam: “ Aryans,’ 250 grammes; Jews, 200 grammes. 

Eees: Aryans,” one; Jews, nil. 

Fruit juice: “ Aryans,”’ one-eighth litre: Jews, nil. 

Soap: “ Aryans,’ one tablet toilet soap, one packet soap 
powder; Jews, nil.

South African Nazis 


OSSEWA BRANDWAG AND 
THE JEWS 
The opening of the trial in Capetown last week, for 
alleged offences against the Official Secrets Act, of the Rev. 
Jacobus Vorster, a Dutch Reformed minister and a General 
in the notorious Ossewa Brandwag, has focused public 
attention on this South African, generally described as 
being pro-Nazi, anti-British, and anti-Jewish. It will be 
recalled that there were several demonstrations against the 
orgamisation in Johannesburg recently, leading to serious 

disorders. 

The supporters of the Ossewa Brandwag (literally trans- 
lated, the Oxwagon Firectorch) claim to uphold the ideals -of 
the Voortrekkers ¢pronecers), who, in the old days, travelled by 
ox-wugon and established settlements in all parts of the 
country. A sensation was recently caused when Dr. J. F. J 
van Rensburg resigned from his position as Admunistrater of 
the Orange Free State to become the * Commandant-Genecral " 
of the Ossewa Brandwag, which proclaimed that its aim was 


to fight tor the establishment. of a Republic tree of Enelrh 
* domination,” 


Government's Inaction 


The Government has so far taken no action-to restrain the 
activities of the Ossewa Brandwag, on the ground that it ts 
‘an unimportant body.” Nevertheless, South Africans recall 
that the National Socialists in Germany were also at one time 
regarded as unimportant 

[here are, indeed, striking resemblances between the Ossewa 
Brandwag and the Nazi movement. The members of the 
organisation in various parts of the country drill under self. 
appointed ofthcers, thew nea bemg evidently to establish some 
kind of “ Storm Troopers.” And the Groot Raad. or General 
Council, of the Ossewa Brandwag has announced that tt is 
forming a “ youth movement” to fulfil “ the desire of the 
youth to take a more active part in the national strugele of 
Atrikanerdom.” There will be separate ‘units for boys and 
girls, and another una for children under twelve 

It need hardly be added that one of the chief planks in the 
plattorms of the Ossewa Brandwag is the elimination of Jews 
from South African political, economic, and social life. 

The close contact that exists between Axis propaganda and 
anti-Semitism that is so constant a phenomenon 1s clearly 
evidenced im the Ossewa Brandwag, particularly in the appoint- 
ment of Dr. vah Rensburg. He is friendly with many of the 


Nazi leaders, and frequently visited them before the was In 
a recent speech to Stellenbosch students he praised Germany 
and told hus hearers to study her successes very carefully Hie 
iS a proponent of Aryanisation.” 


The Voice From Zeesen 


Meanwhile, the German Nazis are doing their best to inten- 
sify the internal discord. Referring to the recent vote of con- 
fidence in General Smuts passed by the South African Parha- 
ment, the Zeesen radio declared: “A motion approving the 
Government's internal and foreign policy was passed by a 
majority of only seventeen, which included the votes of the ten 
pure Jewish members and the three representatives of the 
natives of the Cape Province.” This the speaker describes as 
Smuts’s Jewish-Kaflir majority.” 

In another broadcast the same station alleged that 90 per 
cent. of the South African trade was controlled by Jews. * Can 
you wonder,” asked the announcer, “ that the South -African 
population is turning againsi those responsible for these 
conditions?

Rumours of New Pogroms 


Reports reaching Sofia from Bucharest state that Jews 
in the Rumanian capital are terrified to appear in the 
Sireets, because of continual “inspired” rumours that 
another and bigger pogrom is pending. 

In the meantime, the Minister of Propaganda, Professor N. 
Cramics, declares in his paper, Sparma Prarma, that the 
pogroms were “ nothing but Jewish propaganda, designed to 
compromise the present regime.” Another newspaper, the 
Perunca Vreni, demands that “in order to avoid a repetition 
of the disorders,” all Jews should be sent to concentration 
Cunips 

A diplomat arriving in Sofia informed the Jewish Telegraph 
Agency that the British Legation at Bucharest had been 
crowded with Jews pleading to be allowed to accompany Sia 
Reginald Hoare, the recalled Ambassador, who left Rumania 
last week * However,” said this informant, “even if we 
could get them permits for Palestine, the Rumanians would 
refuse them passports for London.” 

On tus arrival in Istanbul on Sunday. Sir Reginald -Hoare 
contirmed that far from beme “ Jewish propaganda,” 1,600 
Jews had been massacred during the Tron Guard revolt 


U.S.A.’s Official Protest 


The Rumanian Government has now been officially advised 
by the State Department in Washington of the indignation with 
which the new, of the Rumanian pogroms has been received 
by the United States Government This was revealed by Mr 
Cordell Hull, Secretary of State, in reply to a protest by the 
American Jewish Congress Mr. Cordell Hull said that the 
State Department had brought to the attention of the Rumanian 
Government the. mdignation and shock caused by the news 
of the excesses. “1 need hardly. tell you,” he added, “ that 
this Government looks with horror on atrocities of this sort, 
and regard, them as another manifestation of the unprecedented 
conditions unfortunatcly. now prevailing in certain European 
countries,” 


DETAINED BY POLISH AUTHORITIES 


M;. Law (Financial Secretary to the War Office), replying to 
a question by Mr. Silverman (Labour, Nelson), said that apart 
irom Polish soldiers who may be undergome detention in 
Polish camps for disciplinary reasons there are no~- persons 
now detained by the Polish authorities in this country under 
the Allied. Forces Act. But six persons are detained who have 
never served in the Polish armed forces. Orders have been 
given that unless they wash to serve they are to be released 
immediately.

JEWISH BOARD OF GUARDIANS 


Policy on Evacuee Matters 


A meeting of the Jewish Board of Guardians was held 
on Tuesday at the offices of the Board, 127, Middlesex 
Street, E.1. 

Mr. Lionel L. Cohen, K.C., who presided, moved a vote of 
condolence with the widow and family of the late Mr. Alfred 
J. Makower. Vice-President of the Board, to whom he paid a 
tribute. 

Miss Hilda Schlesinger. was 


unanimously elected a Vice- 
President to fill the 


vacancy caused by the death of Mr. 
Makower. 


The meeting ratified the actions of the War Emergency 
Committee which had been taken since the last meeting of the 
Board on July 22, 1940. 

The matters ratified included the arrangements for sending 
female convalescents to the Burgess Hill Home controlled by 
the Grand Order Sons of Jacob Friendly Society, and for 
reopening the Home at Hove. : 

With regard to individuals and families that have voluntarily 
left London owing to the war, the Committee decided as a 
general policy to continue to pay weekly allowances to those 
who were already receiving allowances while they were in 
London, and to give such assistance as may be found necessary 
to other cases known to the Board 

The rise in the scale of relief by 6d. for adults and 4d. for 
children. in view of the rise in the cost of living figure to 72, 
was ratified 

the transfer temporarily of Messrs. Gee and Hyman to the 
Welfare Committee of the United Synagogue, to assist in 
organising hostels and rest centres for persons rendered home- 
less through enemy action, was also ratified 

The Board approved a line of policy which stated in what 
circumstances they would be prepared to help in the cost of 
removal of furniture of people who had evacuated from 
London, and also their attitude towards the paying or supple- 
menting of allowances to people formerly on their books and 
now in the Provinces 

The President reported that the United Synagogue had 
invited the Board to appoint working representatives on a 
Committee for handling the Jewish side of the hostel problem, 
in connection with the London Hostels Assoctation set up by 
the Ministry of Health. The meeting appointed as its repre- 
sentatives Messrs. Gee and Hyman 


TALMUD TORAH TRUST 
Work in London and Reception Areas 


Presiding on Tuesday over a meeting of the Council of 
the Talmud Torah Trust at Woburn House, the Rev. I. 
Goldston, the Chairman, said in spite of the grave position 
referred to at the last meeting, they were able to retain the 
services of nearly all the teachers. 

Mr. |. W. Goldberg, the Treasurer, in presenting — the 
accounts, said they received £908 from the Joimt Emergency 
Committee for Talmud Torah teaching from February 1 to 
October 31,+ 1940. In spite of adverse conditions the Pass- 
over Appeal, mainly in East London Synagogues, had pro- 
duced almost £100. The ordinary income of the Trust had 
diminished considerably 

The balance-sheet was. agreed to. 

The meeting contirmed donations to the Children’s Holi- 
days Fund of LIS, and to the Joint Emergency Committee 
for Jewish Education of £444. and agreed to renew the £50 
allocation for Jewish educational publications, 
returns from. sales 

In submitting the annual report of activities in London and 
the reception areas, Mr. Goldston described the steps taken 
smce the war’ began to keep.contact with the children in 
London and the reception areas More than. 1,000 chddren 
were being taught in London by the end of December, 1940, 
234 of them by. Talmud Torah teachers. In the reception 
areas they were im touch with more than 200 centres in 30 
counties, contaimime some 6.500 children. In addition there 
were some SOO children so scattered over 33 counties that no 
organised imstruction was possible for them. They were sent 
each week a copy of the magazine, YousG Jewry's WreKk Ly. 

A total of 110 teachers was employed by the Joint Emergency 
Committee, of whom 12 were Talmud Torah teachers. They 
had 30 resident teachers and 80 non-resident 

The report was adopted 

Ihe meeting confirmed that Dayan Lazarus and Dr. -L 
Epstein be appointed as further representatives of the Talmud 
Torah Trust on the Joint Emergency Committee

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


RICHES 


IT special ROW is Sabbath Shekalim, the first of the tour 


Special Sabbaths which are the far-off heralds who 

proclaim the stately and majestic approach of the com- 
ing Festival of Freedom. Like heralds they clear the way, 
the mental and moral path along which alone we may 
witness and revel in its blessedness, and the banners which 
they bear aloft have blazoned upon them the successive 
doctrines of The Right Use of Wealth, The Right Use of 
Power, The Right Use of Knowledge, The Discipline 
of God. 

The Right Use of Wealth: That is the lesson of Parashat 
Shekalim. “This shall they give,” it says in clear and 
clamant voice, asking man to deprive himself of part of 
his material gains for the service of God and the service 
of his people. Nothing, however, ts more striking to the 
reader of these detailed chapters, which deal with this duty 
of giving from which none ts free. than the insensible 
manner in which the Scriptures, as often as not, substitute 
the word “take” for “give.” “This shall they give” 
alternates with “ Ye shall take my offering,” the two words 
of diametrically Opposite meaning being taken as synonyms. 
So indeed it is when we give for purposes of good. We 
think that we give, that we are depriving ourselves of some- 
thing which is ours, to which we can lay legal and rghttul 
claim of ownership. of which none can deprive us except 
by our own free will. In effect we are taking, transiorming 
the transient, the illusory, and the insecure into that which 
abides with us for ever. There ts in this process a trans- 
mutation of base metal into fine, for which all the old 
alchemists sought m vain, the changing of that which ts 
gold into that which glitters and gleams with the reflechon 
of Divine Light. 


HAT in brief is the message of Sabbath Shekalim, a 
message whose acceptance is an essential preliminary 
to the enjovment of Spiritual Freedom, and to that lesson 
there comes from an unexpected quarter a powerful rein- 
forcement, a complementary thought which rounds off and 
completes the doctrine of the Right Use of Wealth, adding 
to it that of the Futility of Wealth, 
In some of the larger Praver-Books there ts to be found 
a selection of Psalms for the various Sidras and the various 
occasions of the Jewish Calendar. The principle of selection 
is the same as regulates the choice of the Haftara, the 
similarity of the contents of the Psalm to those of- the 
Sidra or the occasion of the \ear, serving to emphasise or 
throw a new light upon its original moral. The Psalm 
in this list selected for Sabbath Shekalim ts the 49th, and no 
happier or more apt choice could have been made. “~My 
mouth shall speak wisdom,” declares the Psalmist, “ and the 
meditation of my heart understanding,” and he speaks ol 
the sin of those who trust in wealth and exult in their 
riches. Natural indeed and powerful is the impulse of every 
man “to be called by his name upon the earth,”’.to make 
a name for himself, to leave behind an imperishable memory 
after his frail body has departed, but vain and delusory ts 
the thought that the amassing of wealth will achieve this 
desired object. Death is not only the Great Leveller, it 
is also the Great Barrier. over which no man can climb 
weighted with his gold. That he must leave behind, “ For 
at his death he shall not take all, his glory shall not descend 
after him.” in the words of R. Jose b> Kisma, “For: at 
the hour of man’s departure neither silver nor gold not 
precious stones nor pearls shall accompany him, but only 
Lorah and: good deeds.” 


H' IW platitudinous do these words sound, yet how power- 

fully do they apply to us all to-day! The Festival of 
Freedom approaches in more senses than one. Not only 
does the normal cycle of the year bring round once more 
the anniversary of our greatest Festival. but the whole of 
civilisation is desperately batthng, fighting for its very 
existence, passing through the Valley of the Shadow of 
Death. and undergoing unimaginable suffering and sorrow, 
in order that it may again celebrate a Festival of Freedom, 
of a world at last redeemed from the threat of the curse of 
slavery bodily and mental. Out of the white heat of the 
crucible of these sufferings there 1s emerging slowly but 
surely and steadily a realisation which ts none other than 
the message of Shekalim. the doctrine of the Right Use of 
Wealth, the appreciation of its futility, the truth that when 
we sacrifice tt in order that freedom may come, and its 
Festival may once more be celebrated in the land, we are 
not giving, we are taking. Our comtortable competences are 
being allocated, voluntarily or compulsorily, towards win- 
ning the war, our hitherto secure dwellings, symbols of our 
solidity, are berg razed to the ground, our imposing edifices 
are disappearing overnight like the gourd of Jonah, leaving 
but debris and rubble, desolation and destruction, behind. 
Our wealth seems to be disappearing, but it is not so much 
our wealth that ts gomeg as our false notions about it. Out 
of its disappearance new values are arising which are the 
harbinger of that better world which only a radical change 
in Our hitherto unassailable concepts can bring about. 
Puture generations, looking back on this epoch, will regard 
it as historic and decisive, not only on account of the 
titanic physical struggle, the War of Gog and Magog which 
it entails, but also for the emergence from it of the appre- 
ciation of the meaning of wealth, of, the acceptance of the 
lesson of Shekalim by the world. 

As Mr. Maurice Healy, K.-C... expressed it in his recent 
moving postscript after the Fire of London, “ All that we 
had is being lost before our eves, but all that we have given 
is ours, and for our children, for ever.” That is the message 
which to-morrow’s Sidra has for us all.

HEDERA’S JUBILEE 


Fifty Years’ Development of Famous 
Colony 


A three-day celebration of the fiftieth anniversary of 
the founding of the colony of Hedera was opened last 
week with a procession to the cemetery and a memorial 
service for the founders, reports the Jewish Telegraph 
Agency. A special broadcast from the town was given by 
the Palestine Broadcasting Society. 

In the evening there was a reception to the Jewish leaders 
and other prominent persons, which was attended by repre- 
sentatives of the Palestine Government. 

Hedera, which has an area of 50,000 dunams on the main 
road between Haifa and Tel-Aviv, was founded by fifty Jewish 
settlers in 1891, and now has a population of between 6,000 
and 7,000. 

It provides one of the classic examples of the transformation 
of marshy waste ground, the brecding-place of the malaria 
mosquito, into fertile and productive land. This was brought 
about by the draining of the marshes and the planting of 
eucalyptus trees, which, besides forming the basis of a small 
but growing industry, have practically removed the danger of 
malaria. Wood from the eucalyptus forest has been uséd in 
building the harbour of Tel-Aviv. 

The principal industry of Hedera is the growing of citrus 
fruits, although milk, water-melons, grain. and olives are also 
produced; the present lack of shipping has recently, however, 
retarded the development of the colony. 

Anti-malarial work» carried out under the auspices of the 
Keren Kayemeth (Jewish National Fund) during the past 
decade has achieved in Emek Hefer a reduction in the incidence 
of malaria from 70 per cent. in 1932 to only one per cent. in 
1940, although the population in that period increased from 84 
to 4.852. In the region of Hulch, the worst-infected zone, 
the incidence of malaria was reduced from 100 per cent. in the 
first year of the new settlement to 24 per cent. in 1939, and to 
10 per cent. in 1940, while in some places it is as low as 4 per 
cent 

Anti-malanal measures include the digging of trenches, new 
water courses, and prophylactic measures taken with the col- 
laboration of the Hebrew University 


Festive Rally 


The festive rally in honour of the jubilee was attended by 
Chict Rabbi Uziel, Mr. M. Ussishkin. Chairman of the 
Jewish National Fund, Mr. Moshe Smilansky, Chairman of 
the Palestine Farmers’ Association, Mr. Eliezer Kaplan, 
Iieasurer of the Jewish Agency, and Rabbi Berlin, as well as 
representatives of the Palestine Government and of the Forces, 
and other prominent persons from all over the country. Mr. 
Meirson. Chairman of the local council, presided 

Ihe rally reached tts climax when Mr. Meirson presented 
to the thirty survivors of the first settlers scrolls declaring 
them to Citizens*of the Khan.’ in commemoration of 
the fact that the first Hedera home was in an old Arab caravan 
shelter 

At the close of the proceedings Messrs. Ussishkin, Smilansky, 
and Hafkin danced the hora on the platform.

kKconomic and Aesthetic Values 


In a review of the- results of the tree-planting work carried 
out by the Keren Kavyvemeth Gewish National Fund), published 
m connection with the New Year for Trees ¢Shevat 1S, which 
fcll on Wednesday last week), it is stated that Hulda, the scene 
of the early Herzl Woods, ts now mechanically pressing 2 
tons of antually, providing 27,000 profitable.” mandays,’ 
and marketing nine tons of oi, besides disposing of 34 tons 
of table olives This industry is important inasmuch as 1 
helps to reduce imports of fats into Palestine 

Ihe shade provided by these trees, which were fust planted 
23 years ago and now number three millions, has converted 
several mountain settioments mto summer resorts, thus fulfilling 
needs that were formerly catered for by foreign resorts 

The present emergency conditions have lent a further value 
to the industry, since a considerable quantity of timber has 
become available through the thinning of the forests This 
wood has been sold for industrial purposes, and has yielded 
£1.000, besides a further sum from sales of wood for fucl 

In addition to beautifying the landscape, tree-planting pro- 
vided, in wages, the bulk of the income of Kfar Hachoresh and 
other hill settlements during the time belore the trun tree 
had attained maturity. 


RISE IN RAILWAY RECEIPTS 


Receipts of the Palestine Railways during the first. cight 
months of this vear amounted to £P.541,000, as compared with 
£P. 364,000 for the same period last year During the same 
period ordinary expenditure fell from £P.418,000 to £P.415,000 

The railways this vear consequently have a surplus of 
£P.126,.000, compared with a deficit of £P.54,000 for the corre- 
sponding period last year. It may be presumed that the rail- 
ways will this year be able to discharge fully their share in the 
Government debt and show a profit, says Palcor. 

No fewer than 129,000 passengers were carried this year, as 
against 70,000 for January to August, 1949. and the trei@ht 
carried increased from 256,000 to 352,000 tons. 


HERALDING * QUEEN SABBATH ” 


A call for the revival of the custom of “heralds” to announce 
the advent of “ Queen Sabbath “ has been voiced by the Cen- 
tral Committee of the Agudat Israel in Jerusalem. 

Since war-time conditions make it impossible to continue the 
blowing of the Shofar to announce the time for lighting the 
Sabbath candles, says the Committee, the old custom of using 
heralds for the purpose should be revived. 


The Jewish Bar Association in Jerusalem has _ established 
a Fellowship in Civil Law, reports the Jewish Telegraphic 
Agency. Professor Guido Tedeschi, of Siena, has been selected 
to conduct research into comparative law and into conflicts 
in the law of Palestine. 

Work was recently begun on the Herzlia-Tel-Aviv road 
which had been planned for some time. The new highway, 15 
kilometres long, will provide 25,000 working days. When com- 
plete the road will facilitate the development of the Sharon 
colonies and provide a direct connection with Tel-Aviv instead 
of the present roundabout route. The Jewish Agency and 
“ Bitzur " are contributing towards the cost of the new road, 
which, it is estimated, will amount to £30,000, ©

HISTADRUT AND REVISIONISTS 


“Nothing Yet Brought to Jewish 
Agency's Attention ”’ 


Addressing a Press conference in Jerusalem, Mr. Moshe 
Shertok, head of the Political Department of the Jewish Agency, 
said that since the war scores of new Jewish industries had been 
set up in Palestine, unemployment in the towns had decreased, 
and thousands of new immigrants had been absorbed. 

Replying to a question on the reported negotiations for 
agreement between the Histadrut Haovdim (General Federa- 
tion of Jewish Labour in Palestine) and the Revisionists, Mr. 
Shertok said that up to the present nothing had been brought 
to the Agency's attention. It was assumed, he added, that if 
the conversations resulted in tangible proposals requiring an 
authoritative decision, the Agency Executive or the Actions 
Committee would be approached. Till then, Mr. Shertok said, 
“no reaction was called for.” 


JEWISH POPULATION OF PALESTINE 
A Decade's Increase 


The Statistics Department of the Jewish Agency Executive 
records that the Jewish population of Palestine has increased 
by immigration and natural increase from 174,606 in November, 
1931, according to the official census of that time, to 488,667 in 
September,. 1940. 

This estimate ts 40,000 higher than that of the Government, 
which put the Jewish population at 456,743 in June, 1940. The 
Jews now represent 31.2 per cent. of the settled population of 
Palestine. In 1931, the percentage was 16.9, and in 1922, when 
were enumerated after the British occupation, tt 
was 
_ Tel-Aviv and Jaffa have a combined Jewish population of 
177,000: Jerusalem has 82,000: Haifa 69,000: Petah Tikvah 
17,000: Rehovoth 8.500: Rishon-le-Zion and Tiberias 7,000 
each; Hedra 6,777; Nathanya 6,000; Herzha and Ainat Ham 
S000; Kiar Saba 3,565: Raanana 3,400; Schugat Borochow

According to the Statistical Bulletin of the General Jewrsh 
Labour Federation, the total number of individuals in Kibbut- 
zim and Kvutzoth 1s 25,000. In the smallholding settlements 
and organisation groups there were some 4,900 members and 
candidates. 


DEVELOPMENT IN THE FIRST WAR YEAR 
£2,000,000 Spent 


Over £2,000,000 was spent by the Jewysh Agency and the 
National Funds during the first) war year for the further 
development of the Jewish National Home. This amount was 
spent for the stemulation of agriculture and industry: for, land 
acquisition and colonisation; for immigration, security, and 
relict. The figure is given by Mr. Eliezer Kaplan, Treasurer of 
the Executive of the Agency, in a statement in the Pavtestine 
AND Mippir East magazine 

Referring to general progress, Mr. Kaplan states that sixty- 
three new factories were established during 1940, including a 
number of key industries. Jewish manulacturers have already 
supplied goods to the British Army to the value of 11,000,000

ARMY BUYS ORANGES 


17 Tons a Day 


According to the local Press, says a Tel-Aviv message, 
a contract for the supply of seventeen tons of oranges 
daily for Army consumption was signed last month 
between the military authorities and Jewish and Arab 
citrus-growers. During the season, it ts stated, the Army 
will use 50,000 to 70,000 cases. 

Half of the fruit is to be purchased through a Committee of 
three large Arab fruit-growers, and the remainder through the 
Pardess Syndicate and Tnuva Yachin. 
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TWO JEWS KILLED 
Arab Suspects Arrested 


It is officially stated, reports Palcor, that two Jewish youths, 
Jacob Levi and Arich Rosenthal, were killed and a third slightly 
injured when two Arabs, one of whom was armed, accosted 
them while they were fishing from a boat in the River Jordan 
between Allenby Bridge and the Dead Sea. The Arabs 
demanded to be ferried across the river, and when the Jews 
refused they were fired on. 

Nine suspects have been arrested. . 

It is understood that the Jews belonged to Kvutzat Hahugin, 
which has a camp at the northern end of the Dead Sca. 


AFFIDAVITS FOR RUMANIAN JEWS 
British Consuls’ Action 


It is understood in Jerusalem, states the Jewish Telegraph 
Agency, that the British Consul in Bucharest before leaving 
that city issued affidavits for all Jewish immigrants hold- 
ing certificates for Palestine. This action was taken, it 1s 
learned, on the instructions of the Palestine Government, 
as a result of intervention by the Jewish Agency.

Ihe number of prospective Jewish immigrants to Palestine 
now in Bucharest is approximately a thousand. The majority 
of them will benefit from these facilities

PALESTINE ADMINISTRATION CRITICISED 
Failure to Encourage Local Self-Government 


The Palestine Administration's failure to develop local self- 
government in the country was criticised at a conference on 
Civil Liberties in the Colonial Empire, arranged by the National 
Council! for Civil Liberties on Sunday last 

At the Conference's Mandates Commussion, speaker 
declared that although Jewish local councils were more 
developed than Arab councils, their powers were vague. They 
could not undertake public utilities, and they were refused the 
right to raise development loans tor capital mprovements 
Ihe Administration's tailure to encourage local self-government, 
he continued. -was contrary to the terms of the Mandate, and 
constituted a definite restriction of the ruehts of Jews and Arabs 
The speaker also criticised the restrictions on trade umonism in 
Palestine. and on civil liberties. 

Another speaker denounced as “ infamous ™ the Prevention of 
Crimes Ordinance and the Emergency Regulations 

The suggestion that “ autocratte rule and continued repres- 
sion “ had prevailed in Palestine during the last 20 years was 
contamed in a resolution adopted by the conference

DELEGATION 


Mr. Leib Jaffe’s Survey 
PALESTINE’S PROGRESS—AND NEEDS 


‘ Two members of a Palestinian delegation have arrived 
in this country in connection with the Appeal of the Keren 
They are Mr. 


Hayesod (Palestine Foundation Fund). 
Leib Jaffe, Managing 
Director. of the Keren 
Hayesod, and Mr. Theodor 
Kolieck. The third mem- 
ber of the delegation, Mrs. 
Manya Shochat, is shortly 
expected to arrive from the 
United States. 

Mr. Jaffe has given an 
interview to a _ representative 
of THe CHRONICLE, 
in which he surveys the 
present position in Palestine. 

People were asking, said 
Mr. Jaffe, how things are in 
Palestine. It could be said 
that, after the first year of 
war, the Jewish position in 
Palestine was stronger than Mr. 
wt was before, although in

certain ficlds the war had been responsible for creating great 


difficulties. In spite of all the difficulties, however, the Yishuv 
continued to work and develop in all spheres of life. Nearly 
24,000 immigrants entered Palestine during the past year, though 
it was almost impossible at present to emigrate from any of the 
European countries 

There had been great development in agriculture, said Mr. 
Jaffe. Eight new Jewish villages were built in the past year. 
The Jewish National Fund had added 43,000 dunams of land 
to its possessions, and had acquired another 5,000 dunams in 
Vadi Kubani, together with private purchasers, The area of 
cultivated land had grown, though there was much room 
for further achiévements. Lrrigation had been extended to 
thirty-four new settlements during the- period of war. Agricul- 
tural production had developed considerably. The production 
of milk had increased by 15 per cent. since 1938, of eges by 
29 per cent., and of vegetables by 78 per cent. 

** Nearly all Keren Haesod villages,” went on Mr. Jaffe, 
“ have lately taken up sheep-raisine. Some months ago. a con- 
ference of shepherds was held in the country, in which 140 
people took part. Some dozens of girls are now learning to 
weave the wool, which they finally make up into garments 
The new fishing industry, taken up so far by fifteen villages, 
has made a promising start. 


© 


Chances for Industry 


“There are great chances now for Palestinian industry. 
Since October, 1938, 105 new industrial enterprises have been 
established. 63 of them founded during the first 18 months of the 
war. Palestinian industry, now employing over 30,000 pcople, 
is rapidly adapting itself to war needs. It is ‘contending with 
great. difficulties, caused mainly through lack of raw material 
and machines, Thie Jewish Agency, through the Keren Hayesod, 
however, is giving every possible aid. If no important indus- 
trial enterprise has been compelled to close down for lack of 
raw material in the first year of war, it is certainly due in no 
small degree to the Jewish Agency. An important contribution 
towards Palestinian industry is expected to result from. the 
recent. New Delhi Conference of the Eastern Empire group. lk 
has been officially made known in Jerusalem that Palestine 
would have its share in industrial war production.” 

Tremendous tasks faced the Jewish Agency, however, and 
large sums were needed for Palestine. Unemployment, though 
reduced, said Mr. Jafic, was still a great problem. There were 
now 10,000 to 12,000 unemploved, but there were many more 
people without any means who had to be supported. For 
relief alone the Jewish Agency had spent £54,000 during the 
past year. 


One of the many problems of the Agency was to transform 
the expenditure on relief into constructive work, but with the 
necessary means for development industry could absorb double 
the number of its present workers. > 

The great majority of the recently arrived immigrants came 
without any means, mainly because of the restrictive currency 
regulations in almost all countries, The Keren Hayesod had 
to provide for those people from the day of their arrival, and 
in the past year the sum of over £49,000 was expended by 
the Jewish Agency for immigration purposes. The Executive 
of the Agency had also done much for national organisation 
and security during the year, added Mr. Jaffe. 


7,000 Palestinian Jews in British Army 


“The Yishuv,” he continued, “ is watching with the greatest 
interest the military situation in the Middle East. The splendid 
victories of British arms in Africa have aroused tremendous 
enthusiasm in the country. More than 7,000 Palestinian Jews 
have diready enlisted in the British Army, and a great number 
of them have already taken part in the battles in this war zone. 
Many more thousands of Jews are ready to join the British 
Army.” 

The Keren Hayesod, the Jewish National Fund, the Council 
for German Jews, and the Jewish Agency among them had 
invested over two million, pounds in the country during the 
past year. The effect of that expenditure in a country in which 
the total Government budget did not exceed four to five 
million pounds could well be imagined. 
achievements in Palestine.” commented the speaker, “ one 
cannot help refiecting how great the progress in Palestine might 
have been if only a fraction of the Jewish wealth annihilated 
in Europe had been spent on the building up of the Jewish 
National Home. 

“The spirit and moral of Eretz Israel are strong. The Jews 
in Palestine know that the Battle of England is the front line of 
their own struggle. The maintenance of the Jewish National 
Home, whose mora!) and physical forces are identified with the 
British cause, is one of the major contributions the Jewish 
people can make to the war effort of the British Empire. To 
help Palestine, to give sufficient means to the Keren Hayesod, 
to develop the country and enable it to withstand all onslaughts 
in these difficult ‘imes—these are active contributions to the 
gencral war effort.’ Mr. Jaffe concluded. , 


PIONEERS AND THE KEREN HAYESOD 


How Development Has Been Assisted 


In the course of a recent article on the situation and 
progress of Palestine since the last war, the Marchioness of 
Reading writes: 

* There ts an. old saying, ‘ Where there is a will, ‘there is 
a way, and that is certainly true of the development of 
Palestine. The Jewish pioneers came to the land with the 
will to create for themselves, and not only for themselves but 
also for their brethren suffering oppression and persecutiog 
in many lands, a home. They did not shrink from the hardest 
physical work, they did not quail before the most unpromising 
propositions, by determination and zeal they increased the pro- 
ductivity of the country: they built villages, towns, schools, 
hospitals, and when the. great disaster of Nazi domination 
broke over the world, they were able to.give shelter to 100,000 
and more of their brethren on whom the first blows fell 

“ Behind the workers supplying the means to achieve this 
end has stood the Keren Havesod, the Palestine Foundation 
Fund, the financial instrument of the Jewish Agency: It has 
assisted the industries in their tnitial development, it has found 
finance for housing, for agricultural tmplements, for installa- 
tion of irrigation systems, for subsidiary roads, for the develop- 
ment of the cultural, social, and economic life of the country 
Its funds have been collected by devoted workers trom all 
corners of the globe: where there ts a Jewish community, how- 
ever small, there has the Kerefi Hayesod made its voice heard 
and millions have responded to the call for the rebuilding of 
an ancient homeland. 

“ The call is as insistent to-day. Palestine is a key position 
for Great Britain in the war, a key position for Jewry in the 
world. Great Britain and world Jewry are as one in the fight 
for their very existence with the implacable enemy. of 
crvilisation.” 


A $25,000 land acquisition and reafforestation project for 
Palestine has been launched by the Order Sons of Zion in the 
U S.A. The project will include a forest of 10,000 trees in the 
name of Mr. Harris J. Levine, former Grand Master of the 
Order.

WOMEN ZIONISTS IN LONDON 
Regular Series of Meetings Planned 


The first of a series of informal gatherings which the Federa- 
tion of Women Zionists of Great Britain and Ireland intend 
to hold every six weeks took place recently. It was a Fork 
Luncheon, over which Mrs. Tina Bloch, Chairman for 
Propaganda, presided. 

Mrs. Bloch said that as so many of their societies had 
broken up and so many of their members had moved out of 
London, they felt it would be worth while trying the experi- 
ment of mecting centrally every six weeks. 

In an address Mr. Maurice Pearlman sajd in the tast few 
months he had visited a number of bombed areas a few hours 
after the raids, and he had also visited a number of reception 
areas. He had been most disappointed to find that the poison- 
ous growth of anti-Semitism was apparent in an acute form 
in the very areas which had suffered most intensely, and he was 
sure that ‘most of them whe had visited the reception areas 
had found that where anti-Semitism had been perhaps unknown 
for a long time, its poisonous effects were now being mani- 
fested in a number of unpleasant forms. 

The unique position of the Jewish people, and the fact that 
they were the only people without » Home, naturally made 
them a target at moménts of crisis and at periods of distress. 
Zionism was therefore, he concluded, a grim necessity for every 
Jew whether in enslaved ferritories or in the free countries. 

Mrs. Gruebweiser outlined a plan by which small groups 
cf “ewish women could meet and thus form a living chain of 
aruent war and Zionist workers in this country. 

Mrs. Eder said that Mr. Pearlman did not exaggerate the 
position. She described Mrs. Gruebweiser’s group idea as an 
admirable one. 


JEWISH SOLDIERS IN LIBYAN CAMPAIGN 


Question and Answer 


Mr. J. Mirelman, President of the New Zionist Organisation 
in Argentina, recently cabled to General Sir Archibald Wavell 
regarding Jewish participation in the battles of Libya. 

General Wavell replied informing him that Palestinians had 
Participated in the operations in Libya. He added that they 
were employed mainly in communications, and that they per- 
formed, fine work, prominentiy at Sidi Barrani, Sollum, Fort 
Capuzz7o, Bardia, and Tobruk. Despite. frequent bombings, 
said the General, their morale ts excellent, and they are eager 
to help in the overthrow of the Dictators 

New Zionist quarters in London point out that whee ‘the 
guestion referred to Jewish participation, General Wavell’s 
reply speaks of Palestinian participation.

ORDER ACHEI AMETH 


War-Time Problems Discussed 


Ihe Executive Council of the Order Achei Ameth held 
a meeting recently at the evacuation offices of the Order, 
Old Corner Hall, Hemel Hempstead, Herts. The Grand 
Vice-President presided. 

Presenting a report on the Order's work, the Grand President 
pointed out that while they were bustly engaged in the work 
of helping their brethren in every possible way at the present 
time and were also doing all they could to help their country 
in its war effort, they were not losing sight of the fact that they 
must prepare for the problems that would face them after 
the war, and their efforts in administration were directed 
towards that end. 

The speaker complained that although the Head Office had 
put forward a carefully thought-out plan under which Lodge 
Secretaries would provide a duplicate set of records, there 
were still many secretaries and other officers who did not 
recognise the wisdom of this procedure. He cited an instance 
which pointed the moral—the untortunate bombing-out of a 
Lodge Secretary, who had been extremely lucky to be able to 
retrieve his Lodge books from the wreckage. That secretary had 
not carried out the scheme suggested by the Head Office, and 
he had theretore run the danger of entire loss of his records, 
with no means of replacing them. 

Similar difficulties occurred with regard to collectors. 

The Order continued to pay death claims in full, and the 
Executive were glad to report that the number of claims aris- 
ing out of enemy action were remarkably few 

Referring to a rule registered last year increasing the Central 
Benevolent Fund subscription by 6d. a member each quarter 
to help the families of interned members and members bombed 
out of their homes, the Grand President remarked that although 
the rehef must be as high as they could make it, the calls 
aor very high indeed and they would have to go easy on the 
fund. 

Sick visiting was another problem in war circumstances, and 
it had. been decided to ask various organisations that included 
visiting in their duties to help in this matter. 

Grand «Treasurer’s Report 

The Grand Treasurer also presented his report. He was 
glad to state, he said, that the Lodges were making their 
payments with the same promptitude with which Grand Lodge 
met the demands on its funds. He suggested that for economy 
more use should be made by ‘Lodges of the services of the 
Grand Lodge in the provision of standardised printed matter 
and even as a central distributing post. In particular, the 
vexed question of the collection of contributions could be 
centralised in some form to overcome the difficulties at present 
being experienced. 

Since September 1, continued the Treasurer, thév had paid 

out £940 for members’ deaths and £255 for claims in respect of 
members’ wives, as against £500 and £190 respectively in the 
same period of 1939. Nine claims of bombed-out members 
had been paid, to the extent of £82. 
_ In. conclusion the Grand Treasurer warned the Order that, 
in view of the increased expenses all round, they might soon 
be called on to make further contributions to meet the further 
dergands on their Management Fund.

Land has been acquired, new settlements have 
been created, new enterprises have been founded. Palestinian Jews are serving with the British 
Forces in the Near and Middle East and are sharing in the struggle for human freedom. 


PALESTINE is the hope of millions of our brethren. To us who live in freedom and are 
in the forefront of the grim fight against the monstrous Nazi regime, the vigour and the 
creative genius of the one truly Jewish society in the world is a source of pride and 
inspiration. We cannot but rejoice in the opportunity of helping in its growth.

A BITTER TRADE DISPUTE 
How Advisory Council Solved “Case 23”’ 


[From our Special Correspondent] 


The importance, for improving public relations, of the 
work of the Trades Advisory Council of the Board of 
Deputies is strikingly evidenced by a dispute the details 
of which are of unusual interest. It is known as Case 23, 
and it concerns a provincial proprietor of two business 
houses who purchased goods from a London Jewish 
manufacturer. 

The goods failed to arrive as promptly as had been antici- 
pated, and when they did turn up the purchaser alleged that 
although they had been “ confined ” to him, similar goods were 
on display at a rival store. 

An interchange of acrimonious 


letters took place, in the 
course of which abuse was 


hurled at the Jewish trading 
community in general. Suggestions were made in the pur- 
chaser’s letters that the conduct of the manufacturer was 
* increasing the determination growing up in this country to 
throw all Jews out after the war.” 

There was every indication that the dispute had reached a 
stage where Icgal action would be sought. It was at this point 
that the. services of the Advisory Council were called upon 

The first step thken was to examine the books and docu- 
ments of the manufacturer to verify whether he had acted in 
good faith and that the rights of his case were beyond question. 
A railway acceptance sheet proved his first contention that the 


goods had been dispatched the night of their being ordered. 
In addition, an absolute assurance was received from him that 
none of his goods had been sold to a rival store. 

The purchaser's response to the first letter of the Council 
registered the hackneyed assertion that “some of his best 
friends are Jews,” with whom it was a pleasure to do business. 
The Council thereupon asked him, out of courtesy for his 
friendship with such Jews, to show his sincerity by cxamining 
the facts impartially, and by looking upon it as anxious to 
see his point of view, if it could be justified. 

it required a number of communications to remove from the 
mind of the writer any suggestion that the Council existed to 
defend Jewish delinquents Once this was established, the 
retailer showed a generous spirit, and caused an inquiry to be 
made. He was astonished to discover that he had been muis- 
informed by a member of his own staff regarding the allegation 
that the manufacturer's goods were on sale at a competitor's, 
and he realised that the whole foundation of his complaint had 
been swept away. He hastened to write a letter conveying this 
information to the Council with a complete apology both to 
the manufacturer and to the Council for any remarks deroga- 
tory to Jewry which he had made. This letter was accompanied 
by a Signed statement of retraction and apology by the 
assistant who had misinformed her employer. 

Further letters of a friendly nature passed between the 
Counci}! and the retailer, in the latest of which the retailer 
expresses his desire to help in the work of “ removing 
difficulties which arise between Jew and non-Jew in business.” 
And so the Council feels convinced that it has not only cleared 
up an unpleasant situation, but secured the active co-operation 
of a non-Jew in the solution of a great problem 

[he facts of this case again demonstrate the necessity of all 
Jewish businessmen who find themselves involved in any dis- 
pute of a like character acquainting the Council as early as 
possible with the full circumstances. The Council's General 
Secretary is Mr. M. Orbach, of 16, St. Helen's Place, E.C.3

NAZI INCITEMENT IN 
YUGOSLAVIA 


Zagreb Pogrom Plot 


The intense pressure of the Axis Powers on Yugoslavia 
is being accompanied, characteristically, by violent propa- 
ganda against the Jews, which is echoed by the pro-Nazis. 

Nazi agents have been persuading newspapers to publish 
articles attributing the tall of France to the Jews, and especially 
to Georges Mandel, Léon Blum, and the Rothschilds. The 
anti-Semitic Vreme has been urging the Government to intro- 
duce ghetto benches for Jewish schoo! children; and at Subotica 
University a strict mumerus clausus tor Jewish students has 
been introduced, 

It has emerecd, during the inquiry into the Croat Fascist 
bomb plot against the British Consulate in Zagreb, that there 
was also a plan to blow up the offices of the local Jewish 
community and to organise pogroms. Little doubt exists that 
the Croat Fascists were guided by Nazi German agents: but 
the Yugoslav Government, owing to its fear of imeurring 
Hitler's anger, is trying hard to hush up the whole matter. 


ANTONESCU’S NEW PURGE 
Jewish Soldiers Dismissed 


New restrictions on 
announced in Bucharest. 

All Jews in the Army and Civil Service have been dismissed, 
and the names of the majority of Jewish doctors and lawyers 
have been removed trom the registers. Special Orzanisavions 
with restricted rights have been set up for the few who remain. 

Jewish participation in trade has been further restricted, 
and licences granted to Jews for the opening of restaurants or 
cinemas have been cancelled. 

Jews aré banned from all sports organisations. 

All Jews have been ordered to leave Constanza, the Black 
Sea port, and Ploesti, the oi centre. The expulsion order was 
issucd in accordance with the instructions of the German 
military authorities. The exiles are allowed to. take with them 
their movable belongings. . [It 1s also reported that many Jews 
have been ordered to leave Galatz and Giurgiu. 


Rumanian Jews been 


The Turkish Government has issucd a decree facilitating the 
transit of Rumanian Jews en route for Palestine. The Turks 
now allow fifty Jews who have Palestine visas to pass through 
Turkey each week. 

One of the last acts of the British Minister, Sir Reginald 
Hoare, before leaving Rumania was to hand to General 
Antonescu a British protest against the sending of — three 
thousand Polish refugees from Rumania to concentration camps 
in Germanys 


JEWS OUSTED IN BULGARIA 


Among trades and protessions forbidden to Jews under the 
new Bulgarian Jew-law are those of chemists. theatre and 
cmema proprictors,. and. gramophone record manufacturers. 
fhe participation m other branches of commerce is restricted, 
although they remain tree to practise street trading 

One of the provisions of the law is the dismissal of Jewish 
State employees. But this, in fact, is no more than a gesture, 
since there are not, and never have been. any Jewish State 
employees in Bulgaria. The only comparable office held by 
a Jew is that of the one and only Jewish Municipal Councillor 
of Sofia. He will, presumably, now be dismissed. 


WHEN BOMBED 
SALONIKA CATHEDRAL 


Greek Jews’ Gesture 


Ihe Administrative: and Rabbinical Councils of the 
Jewish Community at Salonika have decided at a_ joint 
meeting to give $0,000 drachma (about £100) as a spon- 
taneous offering from the Community towards the cost of

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JESTEM POLAKIEM” OUT AGAIN 


Anti-Democratic and Anti-Jewish 


Despite the belief of the Polish Minister of Propag randa, 
Professor Stronski, that the notorious anti-Semitic weekly, 
JestemM PoLaAKiEM (“I am a Pole”), would not reappear, 
the paper has resumed publication, states a Jewish Tele- 
graphic Agency report. It now appears as a “ private 
publication” and ts said to be in no way connected 
with any Polish authority. It is issued from the same 
address as formerly, in Bedford Place, London, W:C.. and 
by the same publishers, a group of young Endeks. 

The anti-Semitic character of the paper is more marked than 
ever in the new issue. Its sponsors avow themselves anti- 
Semitic by policy and conviction. 

In the course of a leading article of decidedly Fascist trend. 
the author, Lucjan Zegeta, says: ** Must we try to persuade 
the British that our order after the war will be their order” 
Must we persuade ourselves that we believe with the Enetish 
that democracy has always been the only good order? ... We 
tell our Scottish friend “—(the article is written in the form 
of a conversation between a Pole and a Scotsman) — “ that 
Poland is not yet mpe tor a liberal system like the English 
system, and that we have to create the order that fits us best 
and gives us the maximum of power. 

“ What is the Jewish position in Poland?” the article 
specifically asks. “It is casy to tell the English that there is 
no Jewish problem. in Poland: they would not believe it ‘in 
any case. Of course, we could follow in the Bicps of our official 
propaganda and say that there is to be an ideal collaboration 
between Poles and Jews after the downfall of Hitler. But no 
intelligent Scotsman will believe this, because he has heard about 
the Polish Jews who compose our middle class. 

“In this matter we accept the opinion of a distinguished 
Pole, Wegierski, who, in his book, * September, 1939, told 
the story of the Polish Jews and described the Jewish problem. 
This book must be popularised among the British as much as 
possible [A summary of the anti-Jewish. statements in this 
book appeared in THe Jewish CHronicie recently.}| Again, 
Nowakowski was right in saying that we should even ask the 
help of American Jewry in the emigration of Jews fron n Poland 

“It would be fair,” the article concludes, “to tell the 
English affifferent story about our relations with Polish Jews.’ 


POLISH JEWS AT BRITISH 
UNIVERSITIES 


A *“*Numerus Clausus ? 
{from a Correspondent} 


Considerable concern is felt in Polish Jewish circles in 
Britain over the fate of voung Polish Jewish students who, 
in contrast to non-Jews, are not afforded proper facilities 
for study. 

By a decision of the Polish authorities some time ago, Polish 
youths studying at universities in England were not to be dis- 
turbed in the completion of their studies, for which temporary 
exemption from military service was to be given them 1 
necessary 

A number of Jewish students had availed themselves of the 


facilities and were enabled to finish off their studies and late: 
join the Polish forces. But now there are reports that Jewish 
Students are mecting with particular dilffculties on the part of 
certain Polish authorities in London, who are unwilling to 
allow them to complete their studies. Non Jew are said to 
rect with fewer difficulties. or with none at all Phe result is 
that while the number of non-Jewish Polish students at 
British universities -is increasing. that of Jews is decréasing 
considerably. Yet the new Poland will have need of a new 
intelligentsia to compensate tor that now suffering under Nazi 
and Soviet rule 


In Nazi Poland, Jewish lawyers: are forced to cut timber. 
Polish lawyers “at least. some of them are still allowed 
to imry on their practice It 1s, therefore. of the utmost m- 
portance to Polish Jews to see that their young people who 
were able to escape and who had come to Britain in pre-war days 
to study, because there was no room for them in the Polish 
mniversities, should, as far as possible, not be dis turbed in then 
work In any case, their number is very small, since many of 
them have already joined the Polish Army. 


FRANCE AND THE ALIENS 
Paris Paper’s Stand. 


Signs of revival of the typically French liberal thought, 
which almost seemed to have perished under Nazi domina- 
tion, are shown in an editorial article which has appeared 
in the influential Paris Le Temps 

The paper urges the resumption, although with certain restric- 
tions, of the old French policy of naturalising worthy toreigners, 
and forecasts an early Government edict on the subject 

[here have been naturalisations in France since the 
Armistice. The Press has made persistent and violent attacks 
on ahens, and the Government has imposed a number ot 
restrictions against persons naturalised. 

Picading for a reversal of this attitude, Le Temps emphasises 
that France arose from “ an amalgam of varied elements,” and 
adds that a number of foreigners can be absorbed with profit 
to the nation.

GHETTO FOR AMSTERDAM 
Sequel to Alleged Riots 


Completely isolated Jewish quarters, similar to the ghettos 
of Poland, are to be established in Amsterdam, according to 
Berlin reports. The reason given is that there have been 
constant disturbances, culminating in riots between Nazis and 
Others on Sunday of ‘last week. 

On the Monday of last weck crowds of young Jews are 
alleged to have marched to the Jewish quarter, armed with 
every kind of weapon, and to dave attacked Nazis living in 
the district. On the Wednesday the Jewish quarter was isolated, 
and non-Jews living there started to move to other districts. It 
is stated that order was restored and normal trafic resumed 
on the Thursday.

THE BLACK HOLE OF WARSAW 
400,000 Jews in the Ghetto 


Seventy thousand Jews, expelled from their homes in the 
regions west of the Vistula, are being transported to the 
Warsaw Ghetto, reports the Polish Jewish Gazeta 
ZyYDOWSKA. Among them is included the entire Jewish 
population of Sochaczew, all of whom were ordered to 
leave the town by last Saturday. Thousands of Jews are 
ilso reaching Warsaw every day from Piasozna and 
Zyrardow. 

The situation of these exiles is a difficult one. For the time 
being they are housed in public buildings m the Ghetto, but 
these are insufficient for their accommodation. 

The Warsaw Jewish Community has been organising collec- 
tions for them, and the whole Jewish population is making the 
greatest sacrifices to alleviate their misery. 

Altogether, four hundred thousand Jews are already crammed 
into the Warsaw Ghetto, according to the Krakaver ZEITUNG, 
quoting the figures of a census taken on the first of this month. 


GHETTO PRISONERS 


[By our former Warsaw Correspondent] 

“ Jews have disappeared from the streets of Warsaw,” writes 
a cerfespondent in the Nazi OsrpeurscHer BrosacuTer, pub- 
lished in Poznan. He adds” th: ut the Jews keep strictly within 
the walls of the ghetto. ‘It is rarely now that one secs 
a Jew in the principal streets. Only those Jews who have 
obtained special permits are seen, and they, too, are hurrying 
on their business. “They no longer linger -in the streets. 
Obviously they feel out of place.” The correspondent 
declares that by shutting up the Jews within the ghetto their 
influence on the Poles has ceased. He also complains, reveal- 
ingly, of the “ secret anti-German activity " that is still going 
on in Warsaw. 


INSULT TO MEMORY OF GOLDFADEN 


Soviet Jews’ Protest 


A protest against a decision by the Berdichev (Ukraine) local 
Soviet to rename one of the town’s streets which ts at present 
named atter Abraham Goldiaden, the founder of the Yiddish 
theatre, has been published in the Soviet Press. The protest ts 
signed by a number of well-known Soviet Yiddish writers and 
poets, headed by David Hofstein and Itzig¢ Fetler

time when the hundredth anniversary of Goldfaden had just 
been: officially celebrated all over the Soviet Union

name a strect after him was taken twenty years ago.

will, it 3S declared, be deported to the interior Soviet Russian 
provinces. 

Some of the refugees from Nazi-Poland who went to the 
Soviet zone have, so it ts alleged, been deported to Siberia and 
other distant parts for forced labour. In view of this, refugees 
have been attempting to return to Nazi Poland, but they are 
now forbidden to do so 

The new. Russo-German agreement on the exchange of 
populations within their territories contains a clause which will 
permit citizens of Lithuania, Latvia, and Estonia, without dis- 
tinction of race or creed, who are now resident in the Third 
Reich. to return to their native countries and take with them 
all their movable belongings. It is reported that. negotiations 
are already on foot to extend the operation of the clause to 
persons born in Bessarabia and Northern Bukovina, the two 
Rumanian ‘provinces recently imecorporated im Soviet Russia. 
Hitherto. Jews born in the territories acquired by Russia. since 
the war beenn have been unable to remove their belongings to 
their native countries on leaving Germany 


U.S.A.’s 4,771,000 JEWS 
Second Largest Jewish Population 


Latest statistics from the U.S.A. show that the American 
Jewish population now totals 4,771,000. The figure was 
provided by a comprehensive survey based on data 
collected from nearly 5,000 cities, villages, and rural areas, 
and is given in an article in the newly published American 
Jewish Year Book, by Dr. H. S. Linfield, special agent of 
the U.S. Census Bureau, and a well-known authority on 
American Jewish vital statistics. 

Ihere are, it is revealed, nearly one thousand Jewish com- 
munities in the country, each of which has one or more 
permanent congregations, and a total of 4,641,000 Jews reside 


in these communities. In addition to these communities (with 
3.728 congregations) ‘a total of 130,000 Jews reside in cities, 
villages or rural areas without permanent congregations. 


During the past ten years one hundred communities reported 
the existence of congregations for the first time, imercasing the 
number of communitics by Over ten per cent 

The 4,771,000 Jews of the United States represents 3.69 per 
cent. of the population of the country. This is an increase of 
$43,000 in ten years, including a net increase of 100,000 due to 
immigration, During the previous decade there was an 
increase of 839,000, including a net immigration of 320,000. The 
rate of growth of the population thus declined. 

The U.S.A.'s Jewish population is second in size only to that 
of the Soviet Union, which, following the absorption of Eastern 
Poland, the Baltic States. and Bessarabia, now amounts to 
about 4,835,000. 


REFUGEES MAKE JOBS F@R AMERICANS 


The National Refugee Service reports that a sample survey 
of 303 business enterprises initiated by refugees in the United 
States shows that 2,000, of 75 per cent. of the 2.700 workers 
employed are Americans 

In addition to giving employment to American labour, the 
refugee enterprises purchased American machinery and raw 
materials, and made available new products and services. many 
ot which had previously to be imported 


The establishment of an American Committee of the Ose 
(Jewish Health Society) as an emergency branch of the Central 
Ose Committee in Europe, is announced by Dr A. J. Rongy, 
Chairman of the American. group The Committee will co- 
operate with the Joint istribution Committee, which assists 
the Ose m its work of amelorating Jewish health conditions 
in European countries.

THE AXIS IN MEXICO

It is stated that £550,000 in American currency arrived in

The Jewish Council in Manila lent its co-operation and the 
U.S. authorities are showing considerable interest in the new 
development. 
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WHO’S FOR DEFEAT? 


IT is by now obvious that the Deputies’ recent appeal 
for £54,000 to cope with the serious difficulties created 
by war conditions is not making satisfactory headway. 
Nor is there much doubt as to the causes largely 
responsible for this disappointment, In part, they reside 
in the heavy demands in the past upon well-to-do Jews 
for the succouring of Hitler's victims, and in part in 
the business dislocations and the taxation resulting from 
the war. Above and beyond these circumstances, and 
aggravating them, there was the unnecessary delay in 
issuing the appeal, which led to a clash between the 
appeal and that of the Keren Hayesod (a clash which it 
is ridiculous to blink), and the further unfavourable 
fact that the new demands made on the Community 
were accompanied by the continued and regular falling- 
due of the covenanted contributions to the Refugee 
Fund. These unfortunate conditions account to a very 
considerable extent, though not entirely, for the slow 
progress of the Appeal. 

It is currently, and we believe credibly, reported that 
the Deputies’ Appeal has netted, to date, only about 
one-seventh of the sum that has rewarded the efforts 
in behalf of the Keren Hayesod Appeal. The contrast 
is startling. It cannot be explained away by the argu- 
ment that the Palestine Fund is so much more dear 
to the Community than that of the Deputies that the 
Jews of this country are ready to-finance it liberally 
while turning their backs almost contemptuously on an 
effort to make the future of themselves and their child- 
ren in this country endurable. The question arises 
whether the new Appeal has had the same call on the 
ingenuity, energy, and enthusiasm of the communal 
leaders that the German Fund enjoyed or that the 
Keren Hayesod enjoys from active Zionists. Has 
the Deputies’ Appeal been driven home up to now by 
all our communal leaders in London and the Pro- 
vinces with the same burning faith and boundless 
energy? The truthful answer must regrettably be in 
the negative. How otherwise account for the dismal 
truth that this relatively small sum, which even an 
impoverished community could be expected to find 
without much hardship and in spite of untoward cir- 
cumstances, still lags in the collection? 

It is difficult to believe that Jews in this country 
refuse to credit the warnings of impending danger that 
have been sounded in these columns and elsewhere, 
or that, admitting their truth, they are, in President 
Roosevelt's words, childishly “ pulling the bed-clothes 
over their heads in order not to see or hear the dis- 
turbing signs around them. The dangers against which 
the Deputies are seeking to provide—as, for example, 
that of unorganised and unshepherded influxes of Jews 
into neighbourhoods to which they are strange and 
unfamiliar—are terribly real ones. This very week we 
report a speech by a prominent Zionist official, Mr. 
Maurice Pearlman, in the course of which he stated 
that he had found after personal visits during the last 
few months, that “the poisonous growth of ant 
Semitism was apparent in an acute form in the very 
areas which had suffered most intensely” trom the 
raids. And he added that “he was sure that most of 
them who had visited the reception areas had ftound 
that where anti-Semitism had been perhaps unknown 
for a long time its poisonous effects were now being 
manifested in a number of unpleasant forms.” 

The time has come to face up to the situation. If 
those Jews who were hitherto munificent in their sup- 
port of Jewish needs are now unable to give, then let 
them organise a campaign among the less impecunious 
and among those who have hitherto held aloof. Let 
them conduct it with some of the vigour, the thorough- 
ness, and the enthusiasm they displayed in the case of 
German Refugee Appeals. Surely the hearths and 
homes and happiness of the Jews in Britain are every 
whit as worth preserving as those of the German 
refugees? If our leaders have not the faith or the 
energy or the will to do so, then the only alternative 
is to call for those who have and invoke their help. 
Somehow Anglo-Jewry must be made to grasp the fact 
that if they refuse to shoulder the burden of such work 
as the Appeal is designed to carry on it simply means 
that they do not care what happens to themselves and 
their children or whether this Community lives on 
respected, or peters out in derision and contempt, or 
invites an even worse fate. It would mean that they 
are tired and spent, that black defeatism has captured 


their heart and soul, that they are ready to haul down 
the flag, and that the struggle for survival has been 
abandoned in a land once hailed as destined to be the 
greatest influence in the shaping of the Jewry of the 
future. 

It is difficult to believe that they are so dead to their 
own security and the call of their noble creed as to 
court this cruel and dreary anti-climax to the heroic 
struggles of the past. It is still harder to believe that 
those who have borne with sturdy and unwearying 
devotion the burdens of leadership in the years that are 
gone are prepared for the same callous and miserable 
renunciation. 


THE TWO LARGEST JEWRIES 


ACCORDING to an article in the American Jewish Year 
Book, by Dr. H. S. Linfield, the special agent of the United 
States Census Bureau, the American Jewish population now 
numbers 4,771,000. On this reckoning, while the United 
States Jews represent only 3.69 per cent. of the population 
of the country, they now form the second largest Jewry in 
the world. This fact lays honourable obligations on them 
towards the rest of the Jewish people, to which they are not 
unresponsive, and gives them a share in the development, 
or otherwise, of Judaism upon which it ts fascinating to 
speculate. Primacy, in point of numbers, ts now held by 
the Jews of the Soviet Unton. This, of course, is due to 
the territorial gains which “Stalin. the ~Terrible” has 
collected during the present chaos, and which include such 
great Jewish centres as Eastern Poland, Bessarabia, and the 
Baltic States. So far as one can see, though this should 
mean, at least while the Soviet Union remains of its present 
mind and temper, bodily safety for nearly a third of the 
Jewish race, for the Jewish faith it ts, of course, quite 
another matter. 


FLUID POPULATIONS 


THERE is nothing static about these Jewish aggregations, 
for, thanks to the war, even the settlements of “ the tribe of 
the wandering foot” were never so fluid in all their history 
as now, and no one can say either where the dispersed may 
be further dispersed, when the war is over, or which of the 
Jewish populations may come to rest as the largest. Some 
emigration from Russia, or at any rate some marked immr- 
gration into America, may casily upset present margins. If 
the primacy should go to America, most Jews would be well 
pleased. But the part which our own Community, in its 
present dispirited and half-exhausted state, could play 
alongside of vigorous American Jewry ts not one which can 
be contemplated, at this moment, with hope or confidence. 


If WAS OBVIOUS 


AMONGST the news concerning refugees in this issue will 
be found a paragraph headed “ A Lesson krom Germany.” 
It quotes a leading article in the Dairy TeLeGcrarn last 
week, in which the great use which the Germans have 
made of alien dabour was commented on. It was only last 
month, however, the paper pointed out, that the first steps 
had been taken in the country to recruit alien labour. “It 
iS to be hoped.” declared the Daily TELEGRAPH, ~ that this 
work ts proceeding with energy which matches our urgent 
need for man-power At the risk of being accused 
of the obnoxious practice popularly known as “1 told 
you so!” readers may be reminded that for many years 
now the obvious value of refugeqd labour in an obvious 
forthcoming shortage of man-powey has been stressed in 
these columns. Take this exam from a leading article 
published in our issue of October 28, 1938: 

* On the ground even of national security, the refugees’ 
possible services should not be overlooked, In Germany 
we have seen that intense national organisation has. pro- 
duced an acute shortage of man-power. In other countries, 
a shortage of skilled men may casily develop under the 
stress of rearmament demands Is wt not the obvious 
task to direct and organise the masses of refugees for 
national purposes, creating thereby, af the same tme, 
national wealth: and national security? It is time that 
these people, highly intelligent and often highly trained, 
ceased to be regarded as a mere hability Or nutsance and 


were envisaged mstead as a priceless reservoir of wealth 
and power 


It is when past statements such as these, made, as in this 
case, sO long ago, are called to mind that the piteous and 
footling muddle to which the whole refugee administra- 
tion and indeed the whole handling of the problem has 
been subjected is seen in all its miserable stupidity. 
And remember, as has been stressed above, the fact of the 
forthcoming value of the refugees to this country required 
no prophetic flair to appreciate. All along it was. obvious. 


RUMANIAN HOLOCAUST 


Wren the British Minister to Rumania, Sir Reginald 
Hoare, asked for his passports, Hitler's Quisling in that 
country, General Antonescu, is reported to have said that 
such an action was “unkind.” For a man who, by patting 
the notorious assassins of the Iron Guard on the back and 
taking them into his Government, had encouraged them to 
massacre Jews wholesale, to talk of “ unkindness ” is surely 
the last word in bitter irony, or rather in cringing, whining, 
futile hypocrisy! The number of Jews actually done to 
death, and often in circumstances of fiendish cruelty, is put 
by the British Ambassador at 1,600. Such a_ holocaust 
witnesses to the condition to which the vile intrigues and 
incitements of the Nazis can reduce a once reputedly 
civilised land, and ts a terrifying warning of what comes 
to a country which touches Nazi pitch—or rather filth. 
Nor does it lose anything of its horror from the fact that the 
Axis Press could cold-bloodedly: find “excuses” for the 
massacre-—a sad degradation for the country of whose 
“honour” and “chivalry” the Duce has just been speaking. 


THE VOICE OF AMERICA 


SMALL wonder that the Jews of Bucharest are frightened 
to appear in the streets, because of repeated “ inspired ” 
rumours that a greater pogrom is impending. Small wonder, 
too, that the British Legation was besieged with Jews 
begging to be allowed to accompany the Minister on his 
departure. We are grateful that the voice of America has 
been raised against these ghastly outrages, and that the 
Rumanian “Government” has been told of the indigna- 
tion and shock which they produced in the United States. 
But Jews would be guilty of criminal imprudence if they 
failed to take every possible step when Nazism has been 
defeated to see that the Jewish martyrdoms which have 
marked this war should be the last. A peace conference 
that did not ordain this one “reparation” would go down 
to history in well-earned ignominy. 


JEWISH EDUCATION CRISIS 


THe increasingly grave condition of Jewish education in 
this country demands repeated efforts to hold attention upon 
this subject and to bring home to Anglo-Jewry the diagnosis 
of the trouble which Dr. Nathan Morris set forth at the 
recent Consultation at Oxford. Dr. Morris fastened, in 
particular, on its financial aspect. This does not mean that 
he was concerned with education merely as a matter of 
pounds, shillings, and pence, but that he was convinced 
that until Jewish education ts freed of the toils of beggary 
the complete overhaul which is so long overdue cannot 
be even contemplated. He showed that the Community 
has never had a financial plan or policy for Jewish educa- 
tion, but has been content to muddle through fr6ém one 
financial crisis to another by the humdrum and, in con- 
nection with education, demeaning expedient of public 
appeals. Indeed, it knew of no other way. Thus of the 
£60,000 spent on education by the London Community, only 
25 per cent. came from what might be called taxation, or 
from pupils’ fees, etc. The rest had. in popular parlance, to 
be sc/inorred. The effects of this wretched method compelled 
Jewmh education to survive as an obsolete system and 
humbled it to the status of an importunate beggar. It made 
it the “ poor relation’ of other institutions. Jews College, 
for example, came to be known, not without justification, 
as the communal Cinderella. It is said that the jaded 
well-to-do sometimes come to hate the poor, in whose 
behalf they are over-importuned. By a similar process, 
mpecunious Jewish education is in some danger. at this 
moment, of meeting that unenviable fate, so that the more 
it begs the less it may get. In addition, the system has 
encouraged the deplorable and mischievous multiplication 
of educational agencies, each of them, as Dr. Morris re- 
marked, having, lhe Zangwaill’s schnorrer, its own begging 
province, the vield of which it feared would be reduced if 
pooled with others under a unification scheme. 


TURN OVER A NEW LEAF 

Worst of all have been the effects of the system on 
education itself. As in our Community, and perhaps more 
than in others, the man who pays the piper calls the tune, 
every considerable “giyer ’~ has had the right to impose 
his ideas of what education should be, whether he was com- 
petent to do so or, not. the effect of the charity system has 
been almost to sterilise all new initiative and to make of 
educational history “one long story of dull pedestrianism 
and barren routine.” ‘leachers,. wondering whether there 
will be money to pay their week's salary, have no thought 
or energy for new ideas. With their dignity lowered. and 
their crippling anxieties, many have abandoned | their 
profession. Well may one ask whether, if the Community 
has lost its old care for Jewish instruction, it has also lost 
its self-respect. And well, too, may one endorse. Dr. 
Morris's contention that the time has come to replace the 
old financial methods by something more in keeping with 
the needs of the time. There is no chance, he rightly 


argued, for a school system like ours, leading a hand-to- 


mouth existence, in an age which has discovered the awful 
secret of the conditioning of youth and has turned the 
child himself into a weapon in the struggle of mighty 
world forces. Against such modern monstrosities as the 
Hitler Youth, our final chance of survival is in a Jewish 
Youth, Jewishly minded, knowing and loving and clinging 
to the Jewish wav of life. 


A PUBLIC SERVICE, NOT A CHARITY 


Dr. Morris has proposed that we should hew a way 
through the money obstruction by the simple means of 
taxing the use of various communal services. Birth and 
Barmitzvah, marriage, the acquisition of kasher food, the 
occupation of a Synagogue seat, death itself, are all to be 
the occasions for a levy in the interests of the Jewish up- 
bringing of our young. There is nothing new in this pro- 
posal. It is only the extension of an old arrangement. But 
it has the supreme merit of making Jewish education not 
an irksome and irritating charity but a public service, vital 
to the future happiness and very existence of English Jewry. 
The State itself taxes its citizens heavily for the education 
of its children. It realised long, long ago that education 
was as imperative for the preservation of democracy as the 
maintenance of an army and a fleet. and the taxed citizen 
has never taken any different view. Why cannot the Jew, 
with his once much-trumpeted understanding of the im- 
portance of education, realise that Jewish education to-day 
is Vital not only for the survival of Jewry, but—for reasons 
which it is not hard to perceive—for the actual physical 
welfare of himself and his childrén? A tax for Jewish 
education is, after all, only additional to and on the same 
plane as the many others which he regards as the normal 
obligations of citizenship.

LEEDS EMERGENCY COMMITTEE 


Statement by Mr. Sandelson 


NEED OF THE HOUR: A UNIFIED 
COMMUNITY 


[From our Correspondent) 


In connection with the formation of the Special Com- 
mittee for Jewish Affairs, a statement has been issued by 
Mr. D. 1. Sandelson, President of the United Hebrew Con- 
gregation, in which he says that the binding principle of his 
task as President of the United Hebrew Congregation has 
been based consistently on the policy for Leeds Jewr 
which he enunciated in 1936, as follows: 

Leeds Jewry must. at all costs, function, not as a 
multiplication of fragmentary units or groups, cach one working 
independently of the other and often in mutual opposition 
resulting in a fruitless schism and strife as well as wasteful 
expendiure of publi money and public effort, but rather as a 
unified community working as a single unit for ne‘hing but 
the communal purpose, the interpretation and promotion of 
Jewish life in its truest and best aspetts.”’ 

*In these critical days,” the statement proceeds, “ when 
the organised London Jewish Community, with a tradition of 
ISO years’ successful activity, has been so cruelly hit by the 
war, at a time when so many old and prosperous Jewish Com- 
munities in Europe have collapsed, a grave and solemn obliga 
tion devolves upon the Leeds Jewish Community if Anglo- 
Judaism ts to have a future 

‘I would appeal to my fellow-Jews to act within the spirit 
of the policy I have referred to above, and to give their whole- 
hearted support to the War Emergency Committee under the 
distinguished leadership of Professor Brodetsky.’

Relations with New Body

Sik,—It was. with great astonishment that we noticed vou: 
editorial comment on the formation. of a new bimergeney 
Committee in’ Leeds. 

It would appes, therefrom that the new Committee, of which 
till a few day#ago we were members, has been formed to super- 
sede the existing Representative ¢ ‘ouncil. It may be that some 
of the members of the new ¢ ommittee, pudging by their known 
attitule m the ‘pest, magimed that such was to be its purpose, 
but this was never our view. We were led to believe that our 
Council tar trom being superseded, would work in active co- 
operation with the new Committee, and having. regard to the 
respective ofhces which we are privileged to hokd in the Repre- 
sentative Council, we could hardly have joined the new Com- 
mittee on any other conditions. As soon as we found that a 
different view ot the relations between the two bodies was 
being publicly expressed we immediately tendered our resigna- 
tions from the new Commnittece 

Before correcting some of the inaccuracies which appear (we 
are sure, madvertently) in your Editorial, we. desire to make it 
clear that the Representative Council! ts still in being and wil! 
continue to function notwithstanding the actions of certain 
members of the Community, who have tried time and again to 
impede its development 

To say that our Council has in practice become a nullity is 
to ignore the many achievements to us record in a. very short 
carecr.. In a letter of this kind it is quite impossible to detail 
the manifold phases of its activities, but we may assure you 
that much valuable work has been done under its auspices 

It is clearly inaccurate to allege that the “ membership was 
composed of $3 delegates sent by the various institutions, some 
of them quite small, not to say insignificant,” when in fact the 
delegates number 140 and come from every institution in the 
city. While some of the institutions may not play a very large 
part in the life of the Community, they are just as entitled to 
representation on a democratic body as are the others. In such 
a body there must obviously be diverse elements and individu: ™ 
with different claims to leadership, but that is the essence of 
democratic institution. If some elements. who claim. to ie 
responsible men with a public following, abstained from active 
participation, in spite of the fact that they were delegates (even 
in some cases with official positions). it indicates a lack of con- 
fidence in their own policy, which apparently they are un- 
willing to submit for popular approval. |

any event it hardly seems proper to blame the Council for a 
state of affairs brought about by its present critics. It 1s note- 
worthy that those persons who are constantly preaching unity 
in communal affairs are so ready to try, by means of a coup 
d'état, to kill the one body that has done so much, and could 
do more, to bring about that desirable object. 

In conclusion, let us assure you that this dissociation from 
the new Committce will not lessen in any way our determina- 
tion to assist the Board of Deputies’ Emergency Fund. That 
object is so worthy that it will receive the support of the 
Representative Council by whomsoever the appeal is made 
locally. We ask you, Sir, to observe that notwithstanding the 
implication that our Council lacks a sense of communal 
responsibility, our action in this matter shows where indeed 
such a sense lies. Undeterred by the actions of those who have 
been given every opportunity to lead in a democratic way, but 
who are always secking other methods more to their liking. we 
shall continue in our task of advancing the welfare of the 
whole Jewish Community irrespective of class or distinction.

“HAVE WE NOT ALL ONE FATHER?” 
Jewish Minister’s Text in Christian Pulpit 
(From our Correspondent.—BLACKPOOL) 


Christian and Jew together officiated at the afternoon 
service at the Trinity Methodist Church, Adelaide Street, 
Blackpool, on Sunday, when the Minister, the Rev. Alan T. 
Dale, handed over his pulpit to the Rev. Harris Swift 
(of London), conducting the rest of the service himself 

Hymns, readings, and prayers were carefully selected so that 
the guest preacher might “ feel as much at home as possible,” 
a feeling enhanced by Mr. Swift's text (Malachi ii, 10), “ Have 
we not all one father? Hath not one God created us?” He 
stressed the point that many general questions of faith are 
shared in common by Jew and Christian, touched on some 
causes of anti-Semitism and how the malady itself might be 
dealt with. We must, he said, live our religion, and co-operate 
one with another. If the kind of life Which Judaism and 
Christianity taught was filled with honesty, friendliness, true 
goudness, then this showed there was good in these religions. 

This was not a special service, but the actual Christian 
service now held at this place of worship on Sunday afternoons. 
“It was a gesture of union,” Mr. Dale told me, “to show 
there is much common . ground between us. My people 
thoroughly enjoyed the Jewish minister's sermon, both the 
older and the younger people. Indeed, these latter were so 
much interested that our Young People’s Fellowship arranged 
to discuss the various points touched on at Tuesday's meeting.”

Butchers Pay ‘Only 70 per cent’

Despite all the efforts of the Glasgow Board of Shechita, 
no satisfactory solution has yet been reached in the prob- 
lems which have arisen during the past year. This state- 
ment was made by Mr. H. Finestone, Vice-President, pre- 
— at the annual meeting last week, in the absence of 
Mr. B. Strump, J.P. 

Referring to the fact that the Board had been compelled to 
close down their poultry shop owing to lack of support, Mr. 
Finestone said that they were forced to the conclusion that 
the Community was not behind the Board in this venture, and 
was, apparently, not anxious to take advantage of any benefit 
that might be offered them. 

Submitting the financial statement, Mr. L. Daets, J.P., 
Treasurer, said that the gross income for the year amounted 
to £3,767, while the expenditure for the period amounted to 
£3,390. Mr. Daets said that the Board was still receiving less 
than three-farthings per tb. instead of the Id. which should 
be paid in accordance with the Ministry of Food Regulations, 


_in other words only 70 per cent. of the Shechita fees. Had 


they received the remaining W per cent., they would have been 
able to make useful contributions towards various charities.

“BIRMINGHAM YOUTH 
NEGLECTED ” 


Dr. Cohen Replies 
From the Rev. Dr. A. COHEN 
To the Editor of Tue Jewisi CHRONICLE 


Sin—The jeremiad in which your Birmingham correspondent 
thought fit to indulge last week under this heading was most 
ill-timed. He knows that there are several organisations here 
which cater for the needs of the Jewish youth, and that they 
struggled doggedly through the winter season of 1939-40 
despite the obstacles presented by the black-out and the call to 
National Service. Since he made reference to the Boys’ and 
Girls’ Club, 1 quote this passage from the latest report issued, 
dated December 31, 1939: “In the autumn of 1938, the girls’ 
section was re-opened under the guidance of Mrs. J. Hess, and 
was making excellent progress until the war and the black-out 
made it impossible to continue the meetings.

Helen Hathaway writes on the 


CARE oF THE 
HAIR in war- time 


Present-day conditions call for extra 
measures in keeping your hair at its 
best and most beauteous 


ARS may come and wars may go, 
Wow the crowning glory of woman— 

her hair—remains one of her major 
preoccupations, In war-time that incompar- 
able adjunct to her beauty requires certain 
definite attentions that must be carefully 
noted, because of the new factors which 
tend to affect it. For instance, unless a 
determined effort is made to cope with it, 
it is all too easy to develop a worrying habit, 
than which there is no more fatal concition 
for the health of the hair. The old saying, 
“keep your hair on,” as applied to people 
who easily and frequently lose their temper, 
is obviously not without point! We know 
that our emotions affect the complicated 
system of nerve ends that lie within the skin, 
and we have only to watch how animals 
“ bristle " with fear or anger to recognise 
these processes which cause our scalps*to 
“ prickle under similar stimulus. 

The most essential golden rule for the 
preservation of your tresses is an iron con- 
trol over your feelings, and a firm deter- 
mination to stay cheerful and placid under 
whatever trying conditions obtain. 


Sensible Eating 


Again, there is a great deal to be said for 
sensible eating, as a means of maintaining 
the health and well-being of the hair, and 
in fact of the whole body. But just what 
you cat may have more effect than you 
know upon the hair. At the present time, 
when the smaliness of the meat rations 
causes many housewives much perplexity, it 
is good to know that by eating considerably 
less meat than we are accustomed to we 
may be sensibly helping to preserve the 
beauty and luxuriance of our hair. For 
excessive protein consumption is known to 
have a bad effect on the hair. 

So let us cheerfully get to work on meat- 
less menus, and accept all the additional 
work that vegetable cooking entails (not to 
mention the discoloured fingers that their 
preparation inevitably produces) with good 
grace. We shall be achieving a double 
benefit, for by not grumbling or worrying 
and by welcoming the change in our diet 
we shall arrive by two different routes at 
the better condition of our hair. 

Now as to everyday needs and precau- 


tions. It is essential that the hair be kept 
scrupulously clean’ and adequately nour- 
ished. The nourishment part is, of course, 


connected with what I have had to say about 


diet, and the juices of the carrots 
and swedes and turnips, to say 
nothing of the dishes of fresh 
cooked greens, carefully steamed 
in their own moisture, will do 
your hair no end of good. 

You must brush your hair yu- 
larly and thoroughly. Brushing 
not only removes dust, dirt, and 
dandruff, and allows the roots 
of the hair to breathe freely, but it also 
stimulates the glands and nerves that supply 
the oils that promote the growth and colour 
and sheen of the hair. Your hair should 
always be brushed thoroughly before you 
wash it. For shampooing, if you are no 
longer able to go regularly to the hair- 
dresser, choose a good olive-oil soft soap, 
or some kind of shampoo made from this 
product, 

The continual use of curlers is a frequent 
source of disaster for hair, For curlers 
tend to break the delicate ends of the hair, 
and when this happens the hair withers just 
as a flower or a leaf does if it is snapped. 
It is far wiser to have a reliable “ perm,” 
which, if carried out by a recognised and 
reputable method, cannot harm the_ hair, 
and then just twist the ends in each night 
before you put on your hair-net. 


Standardised ** Perming ” 


For many women to-day, the difficulties 
of hair attention are part of the many prob- 
lems imposed by evacuation from. their 
home centre. But there is a great con- 
venience in the fact that in- every town, 
whether big or small, there is available a 
standardised method of “ perming applied 
by trained and competent operators. | know 
only too well how prejudiced women are 
who for many vears have entrusted them- 
selves to one particular hairdresser. They 
fear that their whole appearance will be 
ruined if they submit now to a strange and 
unknown practitioner. 

Such fears, however, need not seriously 
affect the practical woman. In present cir- 


cumstances she decides for. herself. She - 


fixes for her “ perm” locally, thus avoiding 
the difficulties and delays of travelling. 
Then when she has had her “ perm” she 


cares for her own hair at home. She brushes 


her hair regularly, and each night she fixes 
her little curls before retiring. When it ts 
time to shampoo her hair, she sets about 
it with almost professional skill. First she

gives it a thorough massage (with olive oil 
if she can get any), especially if it inclines 
to dryness, then she thoroughly wets it with 
warm water, and washes ut with a solution 
of soft soap. 

After the hair has been’ thoroughly 
rubbed, she rinses it’ well, and then re- 
washes it to remove any dirt that may still 
cling to the roots. She rinses her head 
until the water ts perfectly clear, and then 
twists a clean warm towel round it like a 
turban. While she is rubbing the hair dry, 
or using. an electric dryer, she combs 
it out. 


Then the Setting 


The next process is the setting. She 
danips her haw again with a good setting 
solution. or a solution of camomile, if she 
is fair-hatred, fixes her waves, and twists up 
her curls, fixing each one with a small 
invisible hairpin, Then she puts on her net, 
and redries her hair, this time without re- 
moving the net. 

If your hair is washed overnight, it ts a 
good plan to allow it to remain till the 
morning before combing it out. But when 
you do comb it out, twist each curl round 
your finger and push your waves into place. 
lf your “perm” has been successful, and 
you choose one of the simple war-time 
Stvles, the whole process will be quite easy. 

If you want to apply brilliantine, wait 
until the following night to do so, and then 
either spray a very little on to your head 
before you brush it, or rub-a tiny spot or 
two on the palm of your hand and smooth 
it over your hair. A final polish can be 
achieved by rubbing your hair with an old 
silk scarf.

Jewish Cookery 


CEREALS 


Rice. semolina, macaroni, etc. are a 
splendid standby and can be used in many 
ways to help out the rationed food. Here 
are some suggestions for using rice. 


Pilaff of Chicken Liver 


Cnor a tablespoonful of onion or shallot 
very finely, put it in a saucepan with a 
tablespoon each of olive oil and dripping, 
cover, and cook over a very gentle heat or 
in the oven till quite soft, then add a tea- 
spoonful of curry powder, salt and pepper, 
and a breakfastcupful of Carolina rice; stir 
this for a few minutes over a very gentle heat, 
then add two breakfastcupfuls of stock and 
2 tablespoonfuls tomato sauce. Cover and 
cook gently for 20 minutes, keeping it well 
stirred, by which time the rice should be 
cooked and the stock absorbed. 

Fry the livers quickly on both sides. Pile 
up the rice in a hot dish, make a depression 
on the top in which place the. livers, or 
if preferred the livers can be cut into small 
pieces and mixed in with the rice. 

N.B.—Calf, sheep, or ox-liver can be 
used in place of the chicken liver; or cold 
veal or lamb can be cut into dice and mixed 
in with the rice, a few minutes before dish- 
ing, just to heat through. 


Armenian Rice 


To 2 cupfuls of rice allow 4 cupfuls of 
water, the heart of a small cabbage, 2 table- 
spoonfuls olive oil, 4 oz. sultanas, salt and 
pepper. Shred cabbage finely. Put oil ina 
saucepan, add rice and cabbage, and stir 
over a gentle heat for a few minutes: then 
add water, sultanas, and seasoning, cover 
and cook till rice and cabbage are tender— 
for about 30 minutes. 


Cheese and Rice Pudding 


mice. 4 of.; milk, 1 pt.: water, $ pt. 
grated cheese, 3 oz.: | egg: made mustard, | 
teaspoonful: salt and pepper: margarine, | oz. 

Bow the rice in the milk and water till 
tender, then add 2 oz. grated cheese, the 
beaten egg. margarine, mustard, salt, and 
pepper, mix thoroughly, turn into a well- 
greased dish, sprinkle over remaining cheese, 
and bake in a moderate oven till lightly 
browned—for about 30 minutes. 


Rice with Chocolate Sauce 


Bow 4b. rice in salted water till soft, 
drain and turn into a greased mould, press- 
ing down firmly, Cover with a plate with a 
weight on it and leaye tll cold. Then turn 
out and pour the sauce over and around. 

Chocolate sauce: Boil together for § 
minutes 2 oz. sugar and a gill of water. 
Mix a tablespoonful chocolate powder with 
a gill of water, add to the syrup, and simmer 
for 10 minutes. Add a few drops of vanilla 
before serving, .

AN “ESTABLISHED” SYNAGOGUE? 


Murmurings are heard now and again of 
the difficulties being experienced in syna- 
gogue matters, particularly in reception 
areas, and the “ rivalry ” that in some places 
is causing the threat of the establishment 
of more than one congregation, even when 
the synagogue-going public there does not 
justify the setting up of another minyan. On 
the obverse side, also, difficulties occur 
in evacuation areas, where synagogues are 
finding themselves hard put to it to find suffi- 
cient funds from the members left to pay 
their officials’ salaries (1 have heard in this 
connection of a very hard case where the 
Chazan has been offered 30s. a week—and 
his wife threatens to apply for public 
assistance). It seems to me that something 
in the way of combination of the admini- 
strative side at least of the synagogues of 
the country ts called for, at least “for the 
duration,” so that, even by a system of visits, 
a rota, or other means, every congregation 
shall be sure of a minister and every minister 
shall be sure of a congegation—and a 
salary. In other words, an ~“ established ” 
Synagogue, embracing all the Jewish congre- 
gations in Great Britain. But perhaps it's 
an unrealisable dream! 


DIETARY LAWS JUSTIFIED 

The wide publicising last week-end of an 
article in the British MEDICAL JOURNAL on 
the illness of several hundred people caused 
by eating undercooked pork and pork 
sausages should serve to remind Jews once 
more of the marvellous acumen of the com- 
pilers of the Jewish dietary laws. Whichever 
side one inclines to—the Divine origin of 
the dietary laws or the purely utilitarian 
origin--there is no denying the almost fool- 
proof quality of their hygiene, as many 
eminent non-Jewish medical men of to-day 
are only just discovering. The greatest 
doctor of them all was “ Doctor” Moses. 
In the forbidding of pig-flesh to Jews there 
is more than a little scientific justification, 
for particularly from eating undercooked 
diseased pork does man acquire the paintul 
disease of trichinosis, which its caused by 
hair-like worms that burrow into muscular 
tissue. | remember once being told, by the | 
way, that the disease is particularly preva- 
lent among Southern Germans. 


PORTRAIT OF LORD NUFFIELD 

The well-known Leeds artist Mr. Philip 
Naviasky has just finished painting a por- 
trait of Lord Nuffield. Behind this news 
lies an interesting story, for Mr. Naviasky 
was planning other things when he received 
a telegram asking him to come to Oxford. 
There, for a week, he had a teffiporary 
studio next to Lord Nuffield’s office, and 
in between the short periods Lord Nuffield 
was able to spare Mr. Naviasky managed 
to get the job done. He described Lord 
Nuffield as one of the most helpful sitters 
he has every painted. The portrait has been 
made for the Institution of Production 
Engineers, of which Lord Nuffield is a past 
president, and until the war & over it will 
be kept in a safe place. Mr. Naviasky is 
noted for his sketches, which range from 
Yorkshire beauty, spots in little-known 
places in remote parts of Europe. 


BOMBED BLUE BOX

One relates how Mr. Harold Miller, 
formerly a most active member and an 
organiser for the Federation of Zionist 
Youth, and now serving with the Forces, 
came home on leave, to find his home 
bombed. From the debris he rescued his 
J.N.F. box, which was full, and its contents 
were safely handed over. 


GAVE UP POCKET-MONEY 


The other story concerns a number of 
young refugee boys who are now working 
in an agricultural training centre in Oxford- 
shire, They had managed to save up 5s. 
from their meagre earnings, which they - 
wished to contribute to the J.N.F. They 
were told that if they could manage an 
extra shilling, they could plant a tree with 
their money. After a discussion amongst 
themselves, they produced 12s., to plant two 
trees, although this meant giving up all the 
pocket-money they had saved to spend on 
a visit to London and leaving themselves 
with barely the fare to get back to their 
farm.

CREATING ANTI-SEMITISM 

In a recent admirable leader, you mentioned incipient 
anti-Semitism, and the fact that the Jewish Community too 
often do not see “the factors -which generate friction 
between evacuees and normal residents.” | wholeheartedly 
agree. Some of our people are deliberately making our 
future position worse by not discouraging their children 
attending school-services every morning, singing hymns, etc., 
and also attending church services on Sundays, Only a few 
da\s ago, a headmaster said to me with some arrogance, 
since he has acquired such an audience without. any 
missionary effort: “My Jewish boys of 14 and IS are 
rather broad in their outlook, for they attend the school- 
service regularly every morning, and they seem to enjoy 
it very much, What is more, I dont see why anybody 
should interfere with them doing so.” The ages of fourteen 
and fifteen are the most impressionable and critical of a 
child's life, and I personally feel that it. is definitely wrong 
of Jewish parents even to allow their children. such pro- 
cedure, Cases have actually arisen in this neighbourhood 
where Jewish parents have even insisted on their children’s 
not participating in Hebrew and religious training. Last 
Passover, some of the children here were not allowed by 
their parents to have kasher meals during the Festival, even 
free of charge: moreover, they have condoned the attend- 
ance of classes and services of the dominant faith. To the 
great credit and honour of the local clergy, whenever such 
cases are brought to their notice, they take immediate steps 
to stem such practices. In the long run, | feel sure that 
foster-parents prefer true Jews to imitation Christians. | 
am all out for friendship and good relationship between 
Jew and non-Jew. But such forms of “appeasement” as 
I have mentioned are wrong and should be immediatels 
discontinued.—Tnr Rev. M. Briocn, §, Grange Road,

BRADY GIRLS’ HOSTEL 
50 Vacancies: A Fine Opportunity

The Ministry of Health, through the London Hostels 
Association, has fitted out a section of the Brady Gurls 
Club and Settlement for use as a girls’ hostel. 

Fifty girls whose mothers have been evacuated, or who have 
been bombed out of their homes, will be able to live there 
under really good conditions for £1 per week. This sum will 
include bed and bedding—in a portion of the building which 
has been made blast-proof—three meals a day, or sandwiches 
for lunch if one works too far from the hostel, private lockers 
and dressing-rooms, hot baths, and the many other things that 
are necessary to a young lady's comfort. It will be known 
as the Brady Girls’ Hostel and will be under the care of Miss 
Miriam Moses, J.P. To those who know this indefatigable 
social worker it is truly amazing that she can take on further 
dutics, but they will also know when she takes on a task it 
is carried through. 

There will be few restrictions that normal healthy girls will 
find irksome, for Miss Moses has an understanding of them 
which is equalled by few social workers. The girls who will 
be fortunate enough to be in the hostel. will find that the 
Brady Girls’ Club can otfe:r them—ceven during the war—a 
full social life. Occupation of the hostel is not confined to 
Brady Girls’ Club members. Miss Moses emphasised that non- 
club members will be keenly welcomed and will be encouraged 
to become part of the Brady Gurls’ Club life

The fact that the name of the Union of Young Israel Societies 
has figured but little of late in the annals of the Jewish Youth 
movement must not be taken to mean that this prominent 
Jewish Youth Organisation has been idle, The truth ts that the 
Union is making every eflort to revitalise those constituent 
societies which have, alas, either been inert or have encountered 
conditions which have proved too much for them. This sorry 
tale is not, however. true of all the socicties. 

Take the case of Ealing: this society has allowed the war 
period to interfere with it to such a small extent that one might 
be justified in saying that its activities, although crammed into 
one afternoon a week have scarcely diminished. Part of the 
credit for this must go to Miss Ena Assersohn, who has taken 
over the Chairmanship of the Society. 

“ NW.” has been without proper headquarters for some time, 
as the Communal Hall of the Golders Green Synagogue was 
taken over by the local authorities as a rest centre. Never- 
theless.some of the members were kept together by “At Homes” 
arranged at different houses. [t has now been found possible 
for members to meet at the Communal Hall on Sunday after- 
noons. and it is hoped to regain a number of the members 
who have been lost to the society. Incidentally the hall offers 
splendid facilities both for dancing and games. 

New etlorts by the Union to revive the activities of some 
dormant societies are to be made in the near future.

Hillel was born in ancient Babylon, and 
was a keen student, but as he could not 
learn enough in Babylon, he went to Pales- 
tine to study at the school where the two 
Very ftamous teachers, Shemaiah = and 
Abtalion, were heads. As he was very poor, 
he had to earn his living by cutting wood to 
his school fees. One winter's day. it 

ad been too cold to chop wood, and he had 
not enough money to pay for his lesson so 
he climbed on the roof to listen through a 
hole. All night he remained there in the 
falling snow, and next morning when the 
Rabbis came they noticed how much darker 
it was than usual and found Hillel on the 
roof trozen with cold. It was Shabbat. but 
the worthy Rabbis made a fire, heated some 
water, and revived Hillel.. After that he was 
allowed to attend school without payment. 

Hillel returned home, but when the two 
teachers died, he was offered the position 
as head of the very school he had attended 
as a pupil.

Next time 
you will be more careful and not make such 
a foolish wager.”

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GROCERY RELIEF FUND 
War-Time Distributions by Parcel 


At the annual meeting of the Grocery Relief Fund, at 
Woburn House, Upper Woburn Place, on Thursday of 
last week, Mr. M. Gordon Liverman, J.P., a Vice-President 
of the Fund, said that on the whole they could be gratified 
by the loyalty and consistency of their subscribers. He 
urged that the spirit of continuity should be maintained 
because the need was just as great to-day—it was just a 
question of its application in the most appropriate way. 
Certainly, their responsibilities for the future would be 
infinitely greater after so much destruction. 

Mr. Liverman, who presided in the unavoidable absence of 
the President, Lady Scligman, noted that the Fund was 
approaching the fiftieth year of its existence. Speaking on the 
appointment of an Emergency Committee, he said that they had 
been in continuous consultation and contact, for solving their 
difficulties as they arose. Ultimately they applied a modified 
form of distribution by parcels.

Obituary 


EX-SENATOR VAN DEN BERGH 
Services to Holland and Jewry 


News of the death on February 4, at Nice, of ex-Senator 

. M. S. Van Den Bergh, Jr., will cause a pang of grief 
to many Dutch nationals and friends in this country, as it 
will certainly do to coreligionists in the Netherlands. 

Mr. Van Den Bergh, who reached the age of 76, belonged 
to a leading Dutch family, and for many years was a resident 
of Wassenaar, near The Hague. It was but a short time before 
the German invasion of Holland that he went to Nice to 
recuperate from an illness. He had been a conspicuous figure 
in public tife in Holland for more than a half-century, retiring 
only a few years ago from Parliament, which’ he entered as a 
young man, first as member of the Lower House. Later he 
became a Senator. 

Ihe ex-Senator was one of a small group of fearless Jews 
who championed Jewish interests, and he was greatly respected 
by his. coreligionists, the general public, and even his political 
loes. His was a charming personality, and he was régarded the 
grand Seigneur Of Dutch Jewry. Queen Wilhelmina recognised 
his public work by creating him a Knight and later a Com- 
mander in a Royal Order. 

Although not an “ official Zionist, he was a liberal sup- 
porter of Zionist effort, a member of the Netherlands Council 
of the Keren Hayesod, and the Netherlands representative 
of the Jewish Agency.

WATCHER’S DEATH IN MORTUARY 


An inguest held by the Fast London Coroner last week 
revealed that [srael Lant, aged 77, died through being over- 
come by gas escaping from a cooker in the watcher's: room 
of the Bethnal Green Hospital mortuary. 

Frederick Newland, mogstuary. attendant, said that when he 
left the mortuary at about 6 pm. the deceased secmed quite 
normal. In the watcher’s room was a gas cooker which the 


_ watchers used for cooking or warmth Ihe neat morning he 


saw the deceased lying on the floor, and heard the hiss. of 
escaping gas from the cooker. He turned off the gas, opened 
the windows, and fetched a doctor, who found the deceased 
was dead The gas in the oven was alight, but the tap of the 
ring on top was half on 

Further evidence was given by Mrs. Eva Lant, who said 
that her husband was occasionally employed as a. watcher 
at mortuarics, and mentioned that them home had been bombed 
and they had recently moved; by Dr. C. K. Simpson, patholo- 
gist. who gave the cause of death a vis POIOnIng and others. 

Ihe Coroner said there was no evidence whatever chat the 
man had intended to take his hfe, as he was well provided for 
and was quite happy. It was Ikely that he turned or the gas in 
the oven to heat the room, as it was.a very cold night: and 
later, mn turning down the gas he accidentally turned on the 
tap of the gas ring 

A verdict of “ Death by misadventure" was recorded.

INTERNATIONAL LABOUR 
BRANCH AT WORK 


Jobs for Experts 


As a result of the Government's new policy for the em- 

lovment of friendly aliens, the great majority of refugees 
in Britain are now at work, and helping the war effort. 

The establishment in London of the International Labour 
Branch has proved of inestimable help. It is under the expert 
charge of Mr. T. T. Scott, and to it come large numbers of 
refugees, including technical and research workers. The 
ordinary working-man refugee usually goes to the Labour 
Exchange if in search of a job. 

1 was informed by Mr. Scott (writes a Jewish CHRONICLE 
representative) that there are considerable numbers of refugees 
now engaged in aircraft and munition factories. ; 

In nearly every case applicants to the Branch are University 
graduates who had formerly held a position of importance. 

A Polish employment office has, meanwhile, been opened at 
18, Devonshire Street, Great Portland Street, W.1, which ts 
staffed by officials of both Great Britain and Poland, and ts 
for the exclusive use of Poles in Britain. A Czechoslovak 
employment office has also been opened this week and a 
Belgian office is to be opened. 

About two months ago the Government training centres were 
opened to non-British men. Now they have been extended to 


non-British women. 
A Vicious Circle 


Nearly two thousand refugees find work every month in 
civil life. But one of the difficulties found in obtaining em- 
ployment is that skilled men and women can be released only 
if they are returning to a former employer or to a prospective 
employer who makes a definite application for their release. 
{t 1s obvious that for many types of work an employer usually 
wishes to see a man before he engages him, and [frequently 
will not apply for the release of an interned person whom he 
does not know and has never seen. 

It is hoped that the Ministry of Labour will persuade the 
Home Office to agree that men about whose integrity there ts 
no doubt may be released if there is a reasonable prospect of 
their obtaining employment. This applies not only to industry, 
but also to agriculture, farmers particularly refusing to engage 
a man without any personal knowledge of him. 

Meanwhile, the Ministry of Agriculture have received several 
hundred applications from farmers asking that aliens should 
be released from internment for work on the land. 


A FARM IN NORTHERN IRELAND 
Refugees’ Successful Venture 


Addressing a luncheon conference in Belfast last week, 
organised by Refugee Aid Committees in Northern Ireland, 

r. B. J. Fox, K.C., described how one hundred Jewish 
refugees had turned a farm at Millisle from a derelict estate 
into a highly prosperous one. Not alone had the refugees 
produced sufficient to sustain themselves, but during last season 
they put on the market 45,000 heads of cabbage, 250 eggs per 
day, 800 poultry, 30,000 tons of potatoes, and 16 tons of corn. 
ee in Dublin had subscribed £1,500 towards the 
arm. 

Mr. Fox added that the cardinal problems to be dealt with 
by the various organisations in Northern Ireland were the 
prospects of the average refugees, their status and their means 
of livelihood. There were many refugees who would be able 
to do work which would not be in competition with the work 
of Northern Ireland citizens, and the Government should do 
their best to recruit such labour. 

Mr. F. R. Unwin spoke on refugees and industry, and said 
that the reputation of Northern Ireland's commerce was largely 
built up by the work of foreigners who came there. 

The Rev. Prof. Davey, who presided, said they needed all 
the help and goodwill they could get for refugees to-day. 

Rabbi Shachter described the work done for the refugees 
from 1933 onwards. 

Representatives of the various Churches, and of the Ministry 
of Commerce, the Ministry of Public Security, the Ministry of 
Labour, and the Ulster Industries Development Association 
were present 


PIONEER CORPS REFUGEE 
GRANTED COMMISSION 


Anti-Nazi Who Served in France 


For the first time in this war, reports the Daity HEerRatp, 
a commission has been granted to a German. He is a 
refugee serving with the Pioneer Corps. 

He was one of the first “ enemy aliens * to enlist when the 
Pioneers accepted them early last year and served with the 
Corps in Britain and later in France, taking part in the evacua- 
tion from Dunkirk. 

The new officer—he has been given the rank of Second- 
Lieutenant after having received training on the same lines as 
British candidates for commissions—is under thirty, and had 
been forced to leave Germany because of his anti-Nazi 
activities. 

Hitherto all officers commanding forcign units of the Pioneer 
Corps have been British. 


A LESSON FROM GERMANY 


A leading article in the Datty TeteGraPH AND MORNING 
Post last week pointed to the great use made by the Germans 
of alien labour, and commented that “ there is no doubt that 
we have a great deal to learn from the Germans in the matter 
of utilising alien man-power. 

“Any analogous attempt on our side to recruit foreign 
(mainly emigrant) labour only seems to have begun last month,” 
the paper added. “ It is to be hoped that this work is proceed- 
ing with the energy which matches our urgent need of man- 
power to raise our war effort to full pitch. Among the 100,000 
and more allied and friendly aliens known to be resident in the 
country there must be many with the technical skill to quality 
them for immediate absorption in industry, while the remainder 
should be eligible for training.”

NET PROFIT NEARLY £8,000,000 

The 32nd annual ordinary general meeting of F. W. Wool- 
worth and Co., Ltd., was held on February 14 at the Connaught 
Rooms, Great Queen Street, London, W.C., Mr. 
Stephenson (chairman of the company) presiding. 

Ihe Chairman stated: The year under review has been 
a year of great and increasing difficulty. We have suffered 
some damage from the enemy and have also lost the services 
of the majority of our experienced men. The many Orders and 
Regulations sent out from the various Government Depart- 
ments have thrown a great strain upon the organisation in order 
to comply with them both promptly and correctly, and the fact 
that we have done so reflects much credit on all our staff. 

Fortunately, the structure of this retail selling organisation is 
very widespread, and the result has been that where our busi- 
ness has suffered, sometimes to the extent of the complete 
destruction of a store and all it contained, we have been able to 
meet the requirements of our customers in the locality in one 
or more minor stores which fringe the larger cities. During 
the year there were important movements of the population, 
but wherever they went to throughout the country we were 
there with a store to supply their requirements to the extent 
that our .range of goods permitted. The business stabilised 
considerably, as it increasingly Comprised the daily necessities 
which the people need, and your company will endeavour to 
continue along these lines insofar as the Limitation of Supplies 
Order will permit. 

BALANCE SHEETS AND ACCOUNTS 

You have the accounts for the year 1940, from which we can 
briefly summarise as follows: The net profit for the year is 
£7,958,159. Of this amount taxation takes £4,310,910. dividend 
to stockholders, both preference and ordinary, will take 
£2,975,625, building reserve £250,000, benevolent fund £110,000 
—a total of £7,646,535, leaving the sum of £311,624 to add to 
the amount to be carried forward. These represent the facts 
as at December 31, 1940. 

In the balance sheet it will be noted that the properties and 
fixtures remain substantially as they were in the last accounts, 
having suffered the current year’s write-off for depreciation as 
indicated in the profit and loss account, and subject to the 
footnote in respect of war damage provided for in the War 
Damage Bill now under discussion in Parliament. Whilst

We have increased the allocation to building reserve 
by £250,000 bringing this item up to £850,000. 

COMPANY'S TAXATION 

As from April 1, 1940, profits in excess of the average for 
the years 1936-37 are payable in full to the Government as 
Excess Profits Tax. For the year 1940 this tax amounts to 
approximately £1,450,000, which is included in the provision 
for taxation shown in the accounts. In addition, there is in- 
cluded in sundry creditors a further sum of approximately 
£700,000 for the company’s liability in respect of Purchase Tax 
incurred for the period from October 21 to December 31, 1940, 
and from this it will be noted that the total taxes, including 
income tax, arising out of the company’s operations for the yea: 
1940 amount to over £5,000,000. , 

The Purchase Tax, of course, operated only for a little over 
two months in the year in question, and then only partially. 
as all stocks purchased prior to October 21, 1940, were sold 
without the addition of Purchase Tax. Should the company, 
therefore, be able to continue its business as successfully in this 
year as they have in the past year, it would seem as though 
something near £10,000,000 will be payable to the State on the 
years operation. 

MANAGEMENT AND STAFF 

Your Board is very happy, and not a little relieved, to be in 
a position to render to you such an excellent account of their 
stewardship for the troublous year of 1940, and this could 
not have been brought about without wholehearted co-opera- 
tion amongst the employees of the company. It will also 
please you to know that your company continue to financially 
assist their male employees serving with H.M. Forces.

CONDITIONS IN PALESTINE 


The nineteenth annual general meeting of the General 
Mortgage Bank of Palestine, Ltd., was held on February 
16 in the bank's offices at Tel-Aviv. 


Mr. S. Hoofien (the Chairman) said that for ‘such 
experiences as the war had brought and might possibly 
yet bring, the company had been well prepared, having 
passed unharmed through the years of unrest which in 
Palestine had preceded the war period. There was, 
however, one difference, inasmuch as such physical 
destruction as there had been during the period of 
unrest had not affected the bank in any way whatso- 
ever, while war events might at any time do so and 
had indeed to some little extent already done so. The 
Italian raid on Tel-Aviv ‘of September 9, 1940, had 
caused damage to several properties in that town. Some 
very moderate facilities granted by the bank to property 
owners concerned, entirely within the bank's ordinary 
procedure, deait, however, adequately with the matter 
as far as the bank was concerned; and only in one case 
was a loss to the extent of a few hundred pounds 
expected. Various property war-risk insurance schemes 
had been proposed, but none of them had gained any 
large measure of public support, and it would appear 
that in Palestine, as elsewhere, the problem, if unfor- 
tunately it should yet become a practical one in the 
further course of the war, was one which only the 
Government could adequately deal with. 


CAPITAL AND INTEREST PAYMENTS 


Quarterly payments of capital and interest had come 
in very well, and as usual all arrears of interest had been 
put to reserve. Last year’s arrears had been almost 
completely collected, and the management had every 
reason to expect that in the course of the present year 
the same would be the case in respect of 1940 arrears. 


There has been little demand for loans and the total 
amount outstanding had gone down by about 
tP.180,000. Incoming money had for the better part 
been used towards repurchase of debentures. 


The results shown by the accounts were satisfactory. 
A liberal allocation to the contingencies fund had been 
made and, as stated above, overdue interest had in the 


usual way been put to reserve. An amount of 


£P.17,500 had been added to the reserve fund, which 
now stood at £P.100,000. The Directors proposed a 
final dividend of 4} per cent. on the Ordinary shares 
and one of 3} per cent. on the Preference shares. The 
total dividends for the year would therefore again 
amount to 74 per cent. and 6} per cent. on the Ordinary 
and Preference shares respectively. 


The report and accounts were unanimously adopted. 


_Last year's arrears had been almost completely collected. A 
similar experience is probable in respect of 1940 arrears. The 
reserve fund now stands at £P.100,000, having received £P.17,500 
from the past year's profits. Dividend on the ordinary capital 
for last year is maintained at 7} per cent. and on the prefer- 
ence at 62 per cent. 

The company has suffered but little from air raid damage, 
but the question of property war risk jnsurance is one which 
only the Government could adequately deal with. 


STANDARD BANK FIGURES 


The half-yearly” statement of The Standard Bank of South 
Africa, for the six months to September 30 last, reflects bank- 
ing trends similar to those already shown by the home banks. 
Deposits rose from £70.229,164 at March 31, to £81,961,762. 
This no doubt reflects higher production activity and higher 
prices. 

Cash in hand is up from £13,420,252 to £22,108,604 in the 
six months, an increase which nearly balances that shown by 
the deposit figure. Investments have grown by approximately 
£1 million at £17,419,952 against £16.371.843. 

An interesting advance is in bills discounted, advances to 
customers and other accounts. The ficure is £38.706.933 against 
£36.886.218. The bank's customers have evidently been able to 
utilise advances during the six mouths. a point where con- 
ditions in the Union differ somewhat from those at home.

During last year £19,647.000 was paid by the company in 
benclits to policyholders The average rate of interest carned 
on investments was £3 19s. 2d. per cent. against £4 0s. Sd. per 
cent. m 1939.
